INTERNAL REVENUE FIGURES. 
iBY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M 

WASHINGTON, Sept. .—The 
monthly report of the governntent re- 
ceipts and expenditures which will be 
issued next Monday will show a re- 
markable increase in the receipts in 
customs and internal revenue sources. 
. For November, 1904, the customs re- 
ceipts amounted to $23,230,360, and for 
| three months of the fiscal year 
$65,131,784. For the month just closed 
the receipts from customs were $27.- 
244,146, and for the three months, $75,- 
015,577, being an increase of $4,014,756 
for the month and $9,883,793 for the 
three months. Last year at this time 
the deficit amounted to $17,854,256, as 
against $9,623,565 for the quarter end- 
ing today.

ERLIN, Sept. 30—A lockout in 
three of the big electrical works in 
| Bertin began this morning. It af- 
fects all the factories of the Algemiene, 
the Siemens-Halske and the Siemens- 
Schuckert companies, except cne lamp 
factory and throws about thirty-three 
thousand workmen out of employment. 
As yet the lockout has not affected 
the entire electrical industry. Bui it 
shows signs of spreading. The em- 
ployés of the Berlin Electrical Works, 
which generates nearly all the elec- 
tricity consumed for power and trac- 
tion purposes in Berlin, met this even- 


in order to await the result of a con- 
ference to be held Sunday morning be- 
tween the three companies affected and 
the employés. This conference wil! be 
presided over by Herr Von Schultz, 
president of the Government Arbitra- 
tion Bureau, but will have no official 
character as the company refused to 
participate in the appeal for arbitra- 
tion.

Needlework Guild. 


Again the Needlework Guild of Los 
Angeles is beginning its beneficent 
work, and Mrs. S. 8. Salisbury, the 
president, is already planning for the 
great yearly ingathering of garments 
for the poor. There will be an open 
meeting the afternoon of October 16 at 
the Westmore Hotel, at 3 o'clock, and 
the thre days of gathering and sorting 
and sending out will come later. 

There are nineteen sections in Los 
Angeles which jast year contributed a 
total of 8308 new garments which were 
given out to thirty-six institutions. The 
section presidents are: Mmes. 
F. Bugbee, 8. 8. Salisbury, N. M. E. 
Hartwell, H. M. Jacoby, Frank Mc- 
Grath, Alfred W. Morgan, F. Winstan- 
ley, S. G. Goucher, Charles Hay, J. E. 
Fullwood, Boyle Workman, Percy Wil- 
son, A. P. Robinson, F. D. Sallada, J. 
W. Montgomery and Misses Sara 
Boothe and Lillian Sigler. : 

This Needlework Guild in Los An- 
geies is only a branch of a world-wide 
work. Here is the story of its found- 


ing: 

“If only a little bridge could be 
throWn from the Island of Waste to the 
Island of Want, how both would bene- 
fit!" said Ladys Wolverton, when con- 
fronted by the pressing need of a cer- 


ing of her aphorism, she pro- 
ceeded at once to build the bridge of— 
Needlework. This was in 1863 at 
Dorsetshire, England, and since that 
time, many of these structures have 


inspiring results. Lady Wolverton 
showed marked genius in orgauizing 


of such beautiful simplicity that it 
could be a burden to no one; and the 
condition of membership, only two new 
useful articles of clothing a year, was 
so small a demand that the society be- 
came popular immediately. The ele- 
ments of popularity and steady growth 
were in its very structure—no caste, 
no sect, no hampering prejudices. 

H. R. H. Princess Mary, the Presi- 
dent of the London Guild, collected 
each year thousands of garments, 
many of them made by her own hands, 
and the little maid of all wurk adds 
her mite to swell the grand total, 
which in England amounts to hundreds 
of thousands annually. 

The American Guild, modelled in part 
after the society in England, was 
founded in 1885 ut Philadelphia, Pa., 
and received a perpetual charter in 


June, 1896. From this beginning have 
sprung numerous branches. Each 
branch controls the distribution of the 
garments it collects. They may be 
given to the needy of the town, or to 
the charities of the nearest great city. 

There is hardly a city or town in our 
land where such an organization would 
not be a power for good. Kk will not 
supplant or in any way interfere with 
the work of any other society, but it Is 
so designed that it may include and 
stimulate the large number in every 
community who do no systematic work. 

There is room in it for everyone— 


for invalids and others with limited 


time and strength, for the grandmas 
and for the schoolgiris, and the good 
which may be accomplished by these 
united efforts is beyond estimate. What

SPEAKS ON CONSOLIDATION. 
HOLLYWOOD, Sept. 30.—George H. 

Dunlop spoke on city and county con- 
solfdation before a gathering of r 
200 at an entertainment given heat Bes 
ening by the Board of Trade. Mr. 
Dunlop divided his subject into fou 
heads: Independence, pure and sim- 
ple; annexation, pure and simple: 
county and city government, and the 
borough system. He outlined each 
system, explaining their advantages 
and disadvantages. Of the first he 
expressed the opinion that time would 
prove its disadvantages, the chief one 
being the water question, holding that 
Los Angeles wil] make as low a water 
rate as possible for its own consumers, 
but will charge high rental from out- 
siders, and that it Is preferable to 
have a high tax and a low water rate, 
than a low tax and high weter rate. 
He said that Hollywood, with plenty 
of water to beautify her grounds, may 
become one of the most beautiful 
cities In the world. 

The question of simple annexation 
Mr. Dunlop considered inadvisable on 
account of the entire loss of local gov- 
ernment, and the Increased taxes. The 
city and county consolidation idea, he 
also deemed entirely impracticable. 
Of the borough system he said much 
that was favorable, considering it the 
best plan so far devised. He said he 
had talked with people in Los Ange- 
les interested directly in the project 
and that they hed told him they had 
plans in-mind to draw a city charter 
along the line of the borrough sys- 
tem and that they should go ahead and 
perfect these plans, and outside towns 
might come in or stay out as they saw 
fit, that there would be no effort what- 
= them in.

CORCHING criticism of the man- 
S ner in which Supervisor <A. J. 

Graham has performed his. official 
duties, it is rumored, will be one of the 
striking features of the coming report 
of the grand jury, to be made prob- 
ably on Tuesday next. 
In other ways, it is said, the report 
will rattle dry bones around the Court- 
house and elsewhere; it promises to 
contain more tabasco than has ap- 
peared in numerous previous docu- 
ments. 
In addition to the jolt in prospect for 
Graham, there is promised a hot shot 
at the pernicious activity of warrant 
shavers, who prey on county employés. 
At least one theater may be held up 
to public gage as being inadequately 
provided against danger from fire. 
The frittering away of funds through 
a faulty system of road building and 
repairing ®y the county government ts 
said to be ted for an airing. 
The Sheriff's office probably will not 
receive any particular attention in the 
report, although it was over that offi-

pervisor Graham was on the grill sev- 
eral weeks ago, ahd was given an un- 
comfortable time of it, after which he 
meekly voted at the following meeting 
of the Board of Supervisors for a re- 
duction of 3 cents per meal in Sheriff 
White's allowance for feeding prison- 
ers. 

Graham, Wilson and Patterson had 
stood out before that against an in- 
vestigation into the cost of feeding the 
jail inmates.

The question of county roads and the 
expenditures thereon is said to have 
occupied a large share of the attention 
of the grand jurors. 

The statement has been made thai 
much of the taxpayers’ money has been 
squandered, more through fault of the 
system in vogue than »ecause of in- 
tention in any quarter to deprive the 
people of a just return for the expen- 
ditures. 

Something more than $300,000 was 
paid out on roads in the last year, and 
the assertion is made that in few cases 
are the roads any better than before. 

It is probable (hat the report of the 
grand jury will favor a sweeping re- 
form in the manner of making im- 
provements to public highways. 

Provisions for guarding the safety o/ 
the public at Fischer’s Theater on Firs¢ 
street are in line for censure if indica.

ASSING OF THE HANDCAR. 


One of the latest innovations of 
this age of innovations is the handless 
handcar. We have become so ac- 
customed to horseless carriages, street 
cars, and other vehicles that we no 
longer take notice. But the old-fash- 
fjoned handcar, with the section gang 
pumping its way from place to place. 
each twan industriously working his 
passage—this was a thing so sur- 
rounded and hedged in with imper- 
mhabie memories that we had sup- 
posed it to be proof against the icon- 
Oclastic spirit of the age. 

But no; even the handcar must go, 
along with the deacon’s one-hoss shay, 
and 
other relics of a slow-going bygone 
age. 

At present, the antique but useful 
handcar travels annually over about 
6,000,00° miles of steam reilway track. 
But this mileage is destined to be re- 
duced, at @ rate more or less rapid, 
as its new-fangled substitute comes 
more end more int® use. In the near 
future, railroad section hands, when 
they go out to repair the track, will 
carry 6s a part of their equipment two 
or three gallons of gasoline, and it 
will be made to do the work of pro- 
pelling the car in ‘eu of the muscular 
energy expended by the section men. 
This will undoubtedly be to the ad- 
vantage of the men, and to their em- 
ployers. The human machine is 
capable of putting forth a specific 
amount of energy, according to its con- 
sumption of fuel and to other condi- 
tions. If the muscular energy ex- 
pendei in propelling the car be saved, 
it will be available for other and, per- 
haps, more useful purposes. 

The modern hanédcar is to join the 
class of auto-vehicles. It is to be a 
handcar no ionger, but a “section mo- 
tor work car,” and its speed will be 
about fifteen miles per hour, which wil! 
effect a decided saving of time over 
its superseded predecessor. The mo- 
tive power will be furnished by a 
two-cylinder, eight-horse-power gaso- 
tine engine, attached to the car ag, 
tnply as possible, so that little ex- 
perience will be required to operate it. 
The motor can be quickly reversed, 
£0 as to run backward or forward, and 
the car is furnished with a powerful 
brake by which !t can be quickly 
stopped. 

Of course, we shall accept this inno- 
vation as readily as we have accepted 
the automobile and other modern ap- 
pliances. But we shall always have 
pleasant memories of the old-fash- 
joned handcar. 


UNDAY OBSERVANCE. 


Bishop Potter's charge to the people, 
at the last annual diocesan convention 
of the Protestant Episcopal Church, was 
devoted entirely to the question of Sun- 
day observance, In the course of his 
address he argued that it is futile to 
attempt to restore the New England 
Sunday by means of “blue laws,” dwelt 
at some length upon the need for Sun- 
day recreation by wage-earners, and 
deplored the influences that are at 
work tending to degrade the day. 

The spectacle of a Methodist Bishop 
pleading for a more liberal observance 
of Sunday is somewhat anomalous. We 
are accustomed to words of a different 
character from such sources. Religious 
leaders are slow to concede that any 
kind of Sunday observance save the 
kind which is prescribed by their 
creed, or by their conception of reli- 
gious duty, is permissible. This narrow 
view of the Sabbath is slowly chang- 
ing, and the change is undoubtedly for 
the better, although there is danger, of 
course, that the other extreme may be 
reached, and that the day may be de- 
graded to a mere season of thoughtless 
and godless merrymaking. 

“The groves were God's first tem- 
ples.”” Some men can best express their 
reverence for the Great First Cause by 
going out into the fields, into the for- 
ests, by the running brooks or by the 
plunging sea, on the one day of the 
week when we have respite from world- 
cares and responsibilities. The man 
who sincerely admires the works of 
created nature, and studies them and 
ponders them with a reverent heart, is 
as much and as truly a worshiper of 
God as others who make professions 
more demonstrative. “Long prayers in 
the synagogues” are not an essential 
adjunct of religion. 

The need of recreation on Sunday for 
those who work hard, indoors, on the 
Other six days of the week, is a press- 
ing need which cannot reasonably nor 
humanely be denied. It is not reason- 
able to require such persons to go to 
church every Sunday, against their 
inclination, nor to stay indoors when 
the call of the outdoor world is 
luring them to the felaxation and the 
enjoyment which their souls and their 
bodies are demanding with a call that 
is well-nigh irresistible, There is no 
doubt that the harsh interpretations 
that many religious people have here- 
tofore placed upon reasonable Sunday 
recreations have had the effect of driv- 
ing many persons away from the 
church who would otherwise have been 
inclined toward it. 

The man who finds enjoyment in ine 
necent diversion on Sunday cannot 
easily be persuaded that he is thereby 
doing @ great wrong to himself nor to 
his fellow-men. He feels within his own 
heart an ineradicable conviction that 
his action is a matter of conscience be- 
tween himeelf and his Maker, with 


é.. 


which no person has a right to inter- 
fere. His conscience being completely 
satisfied, it is of little consequence to 
him what others say or think about the 
matter. 

Reasonable recreation on the Sab- 
bath and wanton desecration of the 
Sabbath are of course two things 
which are separate and distinct. They 
must not be confused. To every man 
must be guaranteed “freedom to wor- 
ship God” according to his conceptions 
and his ideals. Those who find their 
duty and their inclination in worship- 
ing God within the temples which they 
have builded and dedicated to His 
name, have an indefeasible right to Jo 
so unmolested by those who differ 
from their concepts. 

There are certain forms of so-called 
“amusements” which are so ciearly in 
violation of the purpose and nature 
of the recognized day of rest that they 
ought not to be permitted. They per- 
vert and degrade the day, they demor- 
alize the community, and they tend to- 
ward the commission of crime. In the 
suppression of these evils ail conscien- 
tious members of the community are 
directly interested, and there is little 


room for differences of opinion. 


This whole question is, in the last 
analysis, largely a matter of individual 
conscience. The Christian conscience 
of today has, in a large degree, grown 
away from the old standard of the 
“blue laws,” when it was an offense 
for a man to kiss his wife on Sunday, 
when the wife might not cook her Sun- 
day dinner on Sunday, and when the 
most innocent. forms of amusement 
were sternly repressed on the first 
day of the week. The world has pro- 
gressed since those days of ignorance, 
of superstition, of fanatical blindness. 

Such senseless rules and customs did 
not constitute religion. They were no 
essential part of the worship of the 
Most High. They were not a part of 
any true worship, although those who 
participated in them were undoubtedly 
sincere. There are sincere supersti- 
tions as well as sincere religions. All 
that is superstitious, tentative ani de- 
structible must give way before ad- 
vancing civilization. Only that which 
is permanent and indestructible will 
remain. 


HE NEGRO BAPTISTS. 


Los Angeles has been visiteq by 
many notable conventions, and, as 
time passes, we shall be called upon to 
welcome many more.. The pleasure of 
these frequent visitations from the rep- 
resentatives of. great organized 
civic and religious bodies has been no 
greater on the part of “the strangers 
in our midst” than it has been on the 
part of our people, whose hospitality 
is proverbial as well as tireless. The 
typical Angelefio considers it as one 
of the agreeable duties of life to én- 
tertain those who come from a distance 
to our rose-wreathed gates of wel- 
come. 

In, the news columns of The Times 
announcement was made last week 
that our neighbors who are affiliated 
with the negro branches of the Baptist 
Church are about to make an effort 
to bring next year’s convention of the 


‘| great organization to Los Angeles. If 


their efforts prove successful it will 
mean the presence in this city, for a 
fortnight’s stay, of 30,000 men and 
women of negro blood. Among them 
will be many very substantial people, 
too—millionaires, bankers, lawyers, 
physicians, musicians, painters and 
men whdé have gained distinction. in 
almost every walk of life. 

No better object lesson could be 
given us than the visit of the negro 
Baptists. We should then see for our- 
Selves the astounding progress made 
by our brother in black since he came 
up from slavery, forty years ago. The 
gathering would be unique as well «as 
beneficial. Los Angeles would welcome 
these people, for we are a broad, fair- 
minded community, our hands wun- 
stained, and our’ hearts unwarped by 
mean and senseless prejudices. 


HE CITY HALL SITE. 


There's no denying that the ques- 
tion which is being put to the few ob- 
jectors to the free City Hall eite is in 
the nature of a poser. It is a plain, 
straightforward question, easily an- 
swered by either yes or no. It is this: 

If vou object to the acceptance by 
the city of the free site for a new City 
Hall, now offered, and bounded by 
Main, New High and Republic streeis, 
have you @ better site, or one as good, 
to cffer on the same terms—absolutely 
free of cost? 

Of couse, it is plain to be seen that 
if those who object to this splendid 
new site—offered free—lying adjacent 
to the County Courthouse, and the new 
United States government bullding, are 
unable or unwilling, as the case may 
be, to make as good an offer to the 
city, there's nothing for the city to do 
but accept the offer already made. 
Gentiemen must remember that the in- 
trests of the public cannot be run 
cuunter to in a matter of this kind. 

The city can sel] its old City Hall 
property on Broadway for an immense 
sum of money, every dollar of which 
can be used to put into a building on 
the new free site. It is a splendid 
opportunity. It is a chance that does 
not come often. It is an offer that 
would be ecarcely possible in any other 
city than Los Angeles, where civic 
patriotism and private generosity go 
hand in hand, 


AFETY OF INSURANCE. 


In view of the severe, and it must 
be admitted deserved criticisms which 
have been passed upon the official man- 
agement of the giant life-insurance 
companies of New York, there has 
grown up In the public mind a certain 
amount of distrust as to the financial 
status of the companies, and some 
anxiety may exist regarding their abil- 
ity to fulfill obligations to policy hold- 
ers. But as a matter of fact there is 
no occasion for uneasiness on that 
score. 

The thorough investigation now go- 
ing on by the specially appointed com- 
mission of the New York Legislature, 
and which is being closely followed by 
insurance experts throughout the coun. 
try, has brought out the reassuring 
fact that the enormous surplus funds 
of the Equitable and the New York 
Life, amounting to hundreds of mil- 
lions of dollars, has scarcely been 
touched. No doubt extravagant sala- 
ries, questionable deals with affiliated 
companies and banking institutions, 
and political contributions which are 
more than questionable, have been in- 
dulged in to an unwarrantable extent, 
but they have not been sufficient to 
impair the vast fund which is set apart 
for the protection of the wives and 
children of deceased policy holders. 

Let us, for instance, take the affairs 
of the New York Life, which is now 


@ searching examination 


by the commission, and of which John 
A. McCall, with a salary of $100,000, Is 
president. The official returns show 
that for the year ending December 
31, 1904, the new business. paid for 
amounted to $2345,722,523; the amount of 
insurance in force was the stupendous 
sum of $1,928,609,308 (nearly two billion 
dollars;) the total income, including 
premium receipts of $80,000,000, was 
$96,891,272; and the total disbursements, 
including $40,000,000 paid to policy hold- 
ers, Was $59,831,729. After deducting all 
expenditures, legitimate and question- 
able, there was an available surplus 
for investment of $47,528,140. 

The figures of the Equitable and the 
Mutual approximate those of the New 
York Life. The total income of the 
three companies was nearly $280,000,000. 
It is impossible to realize, and difficult 
to comprehend, such enormous sums. 
But one thing is very plain; a $100,000 
salary, and a $50,000 campaign dona- 
tion, and other expenditures which 
would be deemed extravagant in an 
ordinary banking, industrial, or even 
railway corporation, would make a 
very smal! inroad upon the integrity of 
these vast funds. 3 

These remarks are not intended to 
palliate or condone the offense of mis- 
appropriating any portion of the sa- 
cred fund of which the company offi- 
cilals are trustees for future widows 
and orphans. Our object is to set at 
rest the anxious forebodings of policy 
holders. The great fund on which they 
are depending is practically intact, 
and we may feel assured that in future 
it will be fully safeguarded, for the 
light of publicity will be focused upon 
every transaction, and no doubtful ex- 
penditures or appropriations will be 
permitted in future. 


R PEACEFUL DISCUSSION. 

Now that war has happily ded, 
and, thanks to the initiative of i- 
dent Roosevelt, the prompt assembling 
of a second international peace confer- 


ence at The Hague is assured, thoughts 


are turning to the disputed questions 
that may thus be settled amicably at 
the round table instead of having to be 
fought out brutally on the stricken 
field. There are quite a number of 
these that are the direct outcome of 
the recent struggle, some of such seri- 


ous import that they several times 
threatened to enlarge the sphere of 
hostilities. 


For example, the sinking of neutral 
merchant vessels, On the mere one- 
sided assertion that they contained 
contraband and on the plea that there 
was no means of taking the prizes in- 
to court, constituted a distinct breach 
of international law as up to recent 
times understood. Russia paid com- 
pensation for these acts to the ship- 
owners affected. but she did so pri- 
vately and without formal renuncia- 
tion as a nation of the rough-handed 
policy her naval commanders had pur- 
sued. Here is a clear case in point 
where a final and clear understanding 
among the nations has to be arrived 
at during time of pedce and not amid 
the strains and perils of war. : 

Others hardly less important are 
closely related. Mail steamers were 
stopped, searched and taken into port 
although they were clearly carrying 
no contraband for either belligerent. 
Apology and acknowledgment of error 
were subsequently made, but most ob- 
viously such needlessly exasperating 
and therefore highly dangerous actions 
should be guaried against in the fu- 
ture. A feasible remedy seems to Le 
in rendering the world’s mail and pes- 
senger steamers exempt from belliger- 
ent seizure, while at the same time 
making it a punishable offense for 
those responsible to take on board such 
vessels contraband of war of any kind. 
This. however, raises’ the stil! more 
vital necessity of having contraband 
of war exactly defined. 

By the all-embracing interpretation 
put forward by Russia, namely, that 
everything capable of ultimately find- 
ing its way to the army or navy of an 
enemy is contraband—coal, food, cot- 
ton, iron and steel, lumber, and so on— 
the whole peaceful commerce of a 
country might be destroyed, whether 
under its own flag or the flags of neu- 
tral nations, by a fleet strong enough 
to keep sweeping the seas and yet not 
strong enough to establish a formal 
and regular blockade. This is quite 
opposed to the sentiment of modern 
humanity, which aims at minimising 
the effects of war by inflicting the least 
possible danger, suffering, and loss, not 
merely on neutrals, but also on the 
non-belligerent citizens of the com- 
batant nations. It is clear that this 
whole question of contraband, of which 
the above is only one of many ramifi- 
cations, must be thoroughly thrashed 
out as the necessary preliminary to 
any international agreement. 

There are still other difficult points 
to be adjusted, among them the use 
of floating mines that endanger neutral 
commerce, and the abuse of territorial 
waters by war fleets on the move. But 
enough has been said to show the all- 
importance of the questions that the 
forthcoming conference will be called 
upon to decide. 


Net Se in Los Angeles. 


The present is witnessing the pass- 
ing of the librarian—the librarian who 
knows books—and the State library 
echool at Albany is primarily respon- 
sible for this condition. This school 
appears to be successful only in turn- 
ing out a large number of clerks who 
can index and catalogue to perfection, 
rearrange volumes on the shelves and 
keep patrons supplied with the latest 
in fiction. It is my belief, resultant 
upon experience in several cities 
throughout the State, that the genu- 
ine librarian has been replaced by a 
corps of young men and women who 
know little of lterature. 

For instance, I had occasion re- 
cently to visit a Mbrary not one hun- 
dred miles from Troy, in search of In- 
formation that could be obtained in a 
volume that is known by title to ev- 
ery librarian who is not inoculated 
with the department store system of 
the Dewey mill at Albany. None of 
the alleged librarians I appealed to 
knew of this reference work, al- 
though they had been in charge of 
the institution for nearly a year. 
despair | was forced to appeal to the 
person who held the position of li- 
brarian before the entry on the stage 
of letters of the graduates of the State 
institution. This person was a 
brarian and a true bookman. I was 
put on the scent, the clerks at the li- 
brary found the book and I gained 
the information sought. 

My experience in this instance is 
not singular; neither is it confined to 
any particular locality. Throughout 
the State the story is the same., In- 
competence and the “system” are

FORMER EDITOR OF “THE EX- 
PRESS” VOWS VENGEANCE. 


To Start a New Paper to “Get 
Even” With the Employer Who Dis- 
missed Him—Eari Declares He 
Will Spend Half a Million Dollars 
(of “Fruit Money”?) to Beat Sam. 


It is announced by Samuel T. Clover 
that he will begin tomorrow the publi- 
cation of a new evening paper to be 
called The News. The same is pro- 
claimed as a one-cent sheet of the di- 
mensions of the Record, and it will be 
without Associated Press dispatches. 

Mr. Clover is not unknown to the 
newspaper fleld in Los Angeles. For 
over two years he was connected with 
the Evening Express in various capaci- 
ties, as gene manager, editor, as- 
sistant editor, etc., as one after an- 
Other of his peacock feathers was 
stripped from him by the suspicious 
owner, Edwin T. Earl. 

Clover’s relations with ter- 
minated in a violent rupture. The 
latter accused Clover of disobeying or- 
ders and of disloyalty, and finally dis- 
charged him from his service. Crimi- 
nations and recriminations led to bitter 
feeling and finally to an attempt ait 
violence by Clover. He entered a law- 
yer’s office where Earl happened to be 
and sought to give his former buss a 
thrashing, but for some the 
did not eventuate at that 
time. 

The alieged motive for this outbreak 
on Clover’s part was Clover’s belief 
that Earl had accused him of doing of 
his own volition certain offensive, in- 
decent and disreputable things in the 
editorial conduct of the Express, for 
ne Ear! himself had been responsi- 

e. 


Breathing the spirit of revenge, 


Clover immediately set about to get | 


financial support for floating an oppo- 
sition evening paper with which to be- 
labor the former employer who dlis- 
missed him—Ear!. With this idea in 
view, he has made preparations to 
launch the Evening News. 

Clover makes a serious misiake 
when he leans for support upon such 
persons as Dr. John R. Haynes, R. H. 
Norton, Howton, those twit 
liars from Toronto, Hay and Fennessy. 
and the coterie of agitators who seex 
economic turmoil and industrial dis- 
turbance, with the aid of such ma- 
chinery as the “recall,”” the “referen-. 
dum,” the “initiative” and the 
cott.” These people have tie, to 
Clover and he has apparently ified 
himself with them. A bird 1 Known 
by the company he keeps, no matter 
what song he sings. 

Clover makes another mistake in lin- 
ing himself up with persons who are not 
average level-headed citizens, but who 
belong to the abnormal type. He will 
find that a daily journal, to be success- 
ful, must impartially appeal to the 
broad good sense, practical patriotism, 
keen intelligence and general worth of 
the “average good citizen,” as the 
mass of our people may fairly be 
calied. 

He will make a still further and 

ter mistake if he weakly caters to 
he clamor of the discredited union la- 
bor gang, and makes his paper their 
organ. That is what the Express ap- 
pears to be undertaking to do now, 
more..than ever, apparently in an at- 
tempt to anticipate the coming of its 
latest rival into the field, and to head 
off the new candidate for “the union 
labor patronage,”” which, at best, 
delusion and a snare in Los Angeles. 
While the contending journalistic dem- 
agogues are coddling the strikers and 
boycotters, what about the interests 
of the independent workers and em- 
ployers, who are the salt of the earth, 
aad who progress, and 
prosperity possibie 
To keep the town stirred up, to in- 
terrupt the orderly course of progress 
and enterprise, to fomen: distrust and 
uneasiness and to furnish employmenc 
and graft for such fellows as Howton, 
Fennessy, Hay, and Willard-—that is 
the object of the gang with which 
Clover is believed to have allied him- 
seif at the outset. ' 

Baril himself has toadied to these fel- 
lows, and apparently is much dis- 
tresse4 at the prospect of competition. 
He has put every Obstacle he could in 
Clover’s path, and hes raged up and 
down the streets against his enterprise. 
He is credited with trying to bioca 
Clover’s rough pathway in financial 
circles. He openly declared re- 
lentless war on his former employé, 
and has boasted that he wo,ld spend 
half a million dollars to “kill him off"’— 
evidently being willing to burn up or 
throw away or toss to the birds the 
money that he got out of the fruit 
growers by such smooth tactics. “Easy 
come, easy go.” 

A fight is in prospect, Earl and 
Clover each threatening to tear each 
Other’s eyes Out. Clover feels that he 
has a deep grievance, and many side 
with him. 

Started out of malice, The News will 
have an opportunity to demonstrate 
how good such capital may be as a 
basis of journalistic enterprise. Earl 
will have a chance to show whether he 
really has any sand. 

Clover has the advantage over Earl 
of knowing something about journa!l- 
ism, but he has shown himeelf lacking 
in judgment. and is not likely to suc- 
ceed when turned loose by himeelf, 
with no controlling hand to ide him; 
though the controlling hand of Eari 
was properly considered by Clover to 
have been worse than no hand at all. 

Loud boasts had been heard froe 
Clover to the effect that he was going to 
decimate the staff of the Express, rob- 
bing it of its brightest jewels (if such 
there be) in both the news and busi- 
ness departenents; and it is known that 
he has ectually drawn a dozen or more 
of these jewels from the Express dia-

DIAMONDS IN METERS. 


Thousands of Dollars Worth of Jewels 
Hidden in Electric 
Registers. 

{New York Times:] There are over 
$50,000 of jewels, sapphires and dia- 
monds, hidden away within the bounds 
of Greater New York, where few peo- 
ple know anything about them. They 
are in the meters registering the sup- 
piy of electricity wherever that element 
is used—a jewel in each meter, and 
upon the jewel depends largely the ac- 
curacy of the work of the meter. No 
woman in need of a new tiara. how- 
ever, or politician looking for an iil- 
luminating shirt stud need hunt them 
up, for they are very tiny, fourteen or 
twenty to the carat, and not beautiful, 
even when seen with the aid of ‘the 

magnifying glass. 

But they are interesting, and the dia- 
monds, in their most approved form, 
particularly so. They are cup-shaped, 
and the inner surface of each Is highly 
polished. The polishing of anything 
but the flat surface of a diamond has 


ity. Every facet of a diamond cut for 
an ornament is flat, polished by being 
held to a big lap revolving at a high 
rate of speed, and with the use of oil 
and diamond dust. The most expert 
lapidary in this country said, when the 
diamond cup was proposed, that the 
polishing of the concave surface of & 
diamond was an impossibility. Other 
experts in Holland—Retterda and 
Amsterdam—the home of giamenhd cut- 
ting, made the same statement. But 
with the need came the invention, and 
now a machine with a ball attachment 
gives the inside of the tiny cup_as high 
a polish as is found on the most beauti- 
ful jewel in a ring. 

The correct registering of the supply 
of electricity by the meter depends 
largely upon the revolution of a tiny 
pivot upon a smooth surface. These are 
the bearings of the meter. The pivot 
is of brass, with a center of hardened 
piano wire, which is nearly as smooth 
and brilliant as a diamond. The jewels 
form the polished surface upon which 
the pivot revolves, and here is where 
| the diamond cup appears. It is set in 
the top of a hollow screw of brass, and 
berteath it is a brass plug. with a 
spring to minimize the effect of vibra- 
tion. If the jewel used becomes rotigh- 
ened or defective in the slightest de- 
gree the revolutions will decrease in 
aurmber and the meter fall short in its 
neasurements, a result which, while it 
nay be satisfactory to the consumer, 


| vill not please the electrical company 


urnishing the supply. There are few 
meters, it is said, which do not fall a 
trifle short in their registering, and the 
consumer as a rule gets his supply of 
electricity at a digcount which is more 
or less material. 

It ts owtng to this fact that from the 
beginning the electrical companies have 
been making experiments to find the 
best material for use in the meter, i. «, 
the hardest and smoothest surface up- 
on which the pivot of the meter may 
revolve. Agate was tried at first, but 
roughened immediately, and steel was 
found to be little better. Then the sap- 
phire came into use, the tiny cups be- 
ing formed of it. But the life of a 
sapphire is barely a year. with the 
constant mechanical action upon it, 
and it is necessary to renew it at the 
end of every twelve months, and often 
in less time, and a new pivot is put in 
each time the jewel is renewed. A dia- 
mond is harder than a sapphire, and 
experiments have proved them to be 
more satisfactory, the only difficulty 
being that, in the first place, they could 
not be made in cup shape because it 
was said that a concave diamond could 
not he poliched. 


cup was improvised, a flat diamond at 
the bottom and the sides formed by a 
ring of sapphire set over it. There are 
several different kinds of sapphires 
which have been tried. The best come 
from Ceylon and Siberia, the latter hav- 
ing but a small output. There is also a 
Montana sapphire, which is known by 
its greenish shade, but wh®h is softer 
than the others, Raving only half the 
life of a Ceylon stone. The sapphires 
cade in cup shape were used almost 
the first, being replaced by the 
diamond with the sapphire ring, which 
is still used. 
Diamonds have been used for only 
about two years, and until-the last six 
months have been almost prohibitory in 
price. The diamond cups as they . 
from the stone cutters cost $2, while 
the rough diamond would be worth only 
about 40 cents. The sapphires cost. only 
about 20 cents a cup. 
The diamond cups are not yet in gen- 
eral use. Only three firms are making 
them, and it takes one machine an en- 
tire day to do so. The length of life of 
a diamond in use in a mechanical in- 
strument has not yet been determined. 
The surface of a jewel in a fine chro- 
nometer will show a faint haze after 
a couple of years’ use. A diamond in a 
meter may last from two to four years, 
depending upon the-vibration. Eventu- 
ally the diamond cups will be used en- 
tirely, and jewels in the meters wil! 
then represent more money than now.

COMMISSION INSISTENT. 
THAT FIRE HOSE. 


Complaints have been made to mem- 
bers of the Council during the last 
three or four days that the endurance 
tests imposed on hose by the Fire De- 
partment are unnecessarily severe. It 
is asserted that hose which does not 
break down under the tests will be so 
Strained that it will be of little value. 

But the Council! declines to interfere. 
The present order for fire hose was 
given by the Council on recommenda- 
tion of the Fire Commission, and the 
Counctimen say that the commission 
and the hose manufacturers must éet- 
tle their own differences. 

Three companies were included in 
the present order, which is for 20,000 
feet of hose. As fast as the material 
is delivered it is subjected to a high 
pressure test of 450. pounds to the inch. 
The contract specifies that if two per 
cent. of a delivery is not equal to the 
tests the entire shipment shall be re- 
jected. One company sent hose which 
withstood the high pressure ordeal, the 
others failed. The Fire Commission 
has agreed to permit these companies 
to submit other hose for the original 
shipments. If the scheduled delivery 
proves faulty the commission will 
recommend that the contract be can- 
celled. The test is said to be the most 
drastic ever imposed on hose by any 
western fire department. 


LOOKS LIKE EASY MONEY. 
BOARD OF PUBLIC WORKS. 

Present indications are that the 
deadlock between the Mayor and the 
Council will prevent the orgavization 
of the permanent Board of Public 
Works on January 1. Some wiseacres 
prophesy that no bodrd will be organ- 
ized during the present administration. 

One argument of the Council against 
immediate confirmation appears to be 
rudely shattered by a provision of the 
charter amendment under which the 
board’ is created. The legislators have 
belived that the city would save $1000 
a month as long as the deadlock be- 
tween the Mayor and the Council 
should last. But they have just dis- 
covered a clause in the charter amend- 
ment which provides that the terms of 
the firet three members of the Beard of 
Public Works shall commence Janu- 
ary 1, 1906. This would indicate that 
if the board were not organized until 
next July the members would start off 
their terms by drawing $1800 each in 
back pay.

OFFICEHOLDERS LABORING UN-

into the county treasury and the 
county of Los Angeles will have money 
and to spare. But there's the diffi- 
culty—it will pour in so rapidly that 
the machinery for receiving it is in- 
capable of handling the crowds of peo- 
ple that will besiege the Tax Col- 
lector’s office. 

Last year the crowds stood two deep 
for hours at a time waiting for a 
chance to pay; but that was not a 
marker to what it will be this year. To 
illustrate how the business of this of- 
fice has multiplied, it may be stated 
that in 1903 the individual assessments 
ran to 60,000; in 1904 to 98,000, and this 


ments have to be copied and records 
are accumulated faster here than in 
any other department. In the nine 
months of the year just now ended the 
total of fees amounted to $103,7!4.50, as 
compared with the entire twelve 
months of last year, which amounted 
to $103,052.20. Then, too, during the 
Same period this year the total docu- 
ments filed amounted to 84,715, as com- 
pared with 86,866 for the entire year of 
1904. With this sort of business doing 
Mr. Hartwell has to lie awake at night 
and scheme how he can keep things 
going in his cubby-hole offiée, which 
covers about 6500 feet of floor space.

In the Recorder's office the deputies 
have had no vacation, and have had 
to work nights. The last Legislature 
gave the office three additional depu- 
ties, but that was only a sop thrown 
to the county. In two years ‘the busi- 
ness has increased 30 per cent., while 
the expenses of the office have not in- 
creased 1 per cent. And yet, every de- 
partment of the Recorder's office is 
self-sustaining, and there always re- 
mains a wide margin to be carried 
over to the salary fund for the benefit 
of other departments. 

County Auditor Dow is not grum- 
bling, but in the redemption depart- 
ment of his office the lights are going 
all day and the deputies are rubbing 
shoulders, while busily employed in 
destroying their sight. The book-keep- 
ine department, too, is merely a little 
alley added on, and only desk space 
is sufficient. The corridor between the 
Auditor’s and Treasurer's offices is 
piled ceiling high with metal cases, for 
lack of room within the proper con- 
fines of the office. 

With all this congestion, what is to 
be done? Some immediate relief is 
needed. and no one has offered a spe- 
cific for the complaint afflicting the 
officials who are demanding more 
breathing space. Tomorrow the prob- 
lem will be before the Supervisors. 


OLD LADY’S TROUBLES. 
DENIES THE SALE. 
Public Administrator McGarvin has 


in hand the estate of the late Mrs. E. 


M. Peebles, and before he gets through 
he is likely to have his hands full. Yes- 
terday Mrs. Mary M. Dignam filed an 
answer to the cross-complaint of Pat- 
ton Wilson in an action brought to de- 
cide the ownership of a lot. 

Mrs. Dignam is an old lady at Long 
Beach, and she makes a pitiful protest 
against being defrauded and robbed of 
her little home. Wilson claims that he 
had an option on the property and 
actually closed the sale, but Mrs. Dig- 
nam comes forward and swears that he 
is a fabricator and that he merely 
made an attempt to defraud her. 

The old lady states that in October, 
1903, Wilson, who lives on the lot ad- 
joining hers, entered into a verbal 
agreement to buy her place for $1200. 
He had repeatedly pressed her to sell 
to him, and knew her situation and 


to wait and see her attorney that her 
attorney wouldn’t know anything about 
the matter they were discussing, but 
he had a friend, P. E. Hatch, who was 
just the man who would look out for 
her interest. This man Hatch was 
brought along and the two men and 
the woman made a verbal agreement 
of sale of her property for $1200. She 
had got a tax title deed and Wilson 
agreed to take title without any cer- 
tificate on a quit-claim deed, and @ 
turning over of the tax-title papers.

He is owner 
of the newspaper there, is justice of the 
peace—or rather was, for his escapade 
here has knocked him out of office~ 
was a member of the School Board, 
was a judge of election, notary public, 
one had several other strings tied to 

Lee came to this city on business 
and was arrested when he offered & 
check for security for rooms he wished 
to engage. The check was found to De 
fictitious and other bad ones were 
found upon him. Looking behind these 
facts, however, Lee was occupying 
rooms for which he had paid in aa- 
vance at the very time he offered the 
one check as security. But he hat 
gone on a spree and in a semi-drunken 
condition went to a lodging-Rouse ana 
proffered the check. While the lana- 
lord was being consulted as to the se- 
curity, Lee laid down and went to 
sleep, and when he awoke it was to 
find himself under arrest. The claim 
is made by him and has been adhere. 
to from the first that the checks wete 
received from a man named Johnson 
an old associate with him in the Gold 
Bug Mining and Milling Company. 

Lee was a man of some prominence 
at Caliente and, of course, had his ene- 
mies.

There was a good dea) 
of money outstarding to Lee's credit 
but the justice who succeeded him i* 
reported to have been unfavorably dis- 
posed and would not lend his aid om- 
cially to Mrs. Lee to collect moneys 
overdue. Then she took sick and in 
one last effort to réach her husband's 
side the wife sought to sell the home 
place, and with the money come tv 
Los Angeles. A kind(?) friend stepped 
in and warned a would-be purchaser 
that if he bought the property the 
well would be filled up and he woula 
have trouble. On the other hand if he 
cared to buy the lot across the street 
he, the owner, would have a well dug 
without cost to the purchaser. Mrs. 
Lee failed to make the sale, but In 
view of the tactics being adopted to- 
ward a woman in a frontier town— 
and against all the traditions of fron- 
tler towns—sympathy for her and her 
defendant husband has been aroused. 

But trouble never come singly and a 
day or two age Lee received news in 
jail of ‘he ‘dcath of his father, an old 
Illinois pioneer and a man well known 
in and around ihe town of Aurora, Ill. 
In jail Lee has been an exemplary 
prisoner and is ote of the trusties. On 
two occasions h> has been of service 
to the State by r-vealing information 
that he had gathered and which was 
of sufficient importance to furnish the 
proof of abduction in one case and 
burglary in the other.

* ‘Those who had the pleasure of read- 
ing the first series of the Shelburne 
Fissays will be prepared to accord to 
thie volume a welcome that its sin- 
cere and hearty. And when they have 
read the second series they will wait 
impatiently for the third. Certain it 
is that among the essayists of the pe- 
riod, More its deserving of a high 
Place, for in his work is found a san- 
ity and conservatiem of opinion that 
are grateful in these days of over- 
laudation and overblame. But beside 
these qualities there is found also in 
whatever he produces, an originality 
of thought and expression that cannot 
but win for this writer general 
proval among those who are capable 
of appreciating that attribute. 

But let us turn to the essays them- 
selves for justification of our opinion: 
We find that in subject the essayist 
has ranged from the Eligsabethan Son- 
nets to Hawthorne and Kipling and 
then hurries the reader back to Del- 
phi and Greek literature. The first 
essay of this series rather belies its 
title, for the criticiem is not upon the 
sonnets of the Elizabethan period, 
strictly speaking, but has for its text 
Sidney Lee's reprint of the Tlisa- 


bethan Sonnets in Arber’s English

Having read this closing sentence of 
the first essay, the reader will be de- 
lighted to find that the second has 
for its subject “Shakespeare's Sonnets.” 
Your critic is of the opinion that in the 
sonnets the master dramatist has given 
the world of himself—and naturally, 
since the form of literature is less 
hampered by convention than is the 
drama. But your critic cannot 
with Mr. More that Shakespeare has 
“confessed’’ in these sonnets—interpret- 
ing confession as a recital of weakness 
‘and sin. We do not believe that the 
poet felt the need of such relief: his 
life, moreover, was too objective to 
encourage the least tendency to morbii 
emotion. Shakespeare was a man, as 
he spoke for mankind, but we cannot 
but dissent from the opinion of More 
that the sonnets emphasize the darker 
side of the poet's life and character. 

From Shakespeare, Mr. More takes 
the reader to Lafcadio Hearn, that 
child of an Irish father and a Greek 
mother, who made himself an Oriental. 
Well has More said of this man, who 
stands alone, by virtue of many things, 
in the world of men and in that of let- 
ters, that he has been able by his 
peculiar temperament to reproduce 
almost miraculously the Eastern t- 
finement of emotionalism” in the 
coarser fiber of English. Very serious- 
ly does More consider this author. 
for he sees In him something beyond 
the mere -interpreter; he has in truth 
welded the Bast and the West; he has 
demonstrated the oneness of the posi- 
tive philosophy of the Occident with 
that “doctrine of metempsychosis which 


was carried to Japan with Buddhiem 
and so curiously on the 


laughing fancies of the people of the 
Mikado.” This essay upon Hearn is, 
of all those in the volume, the one that 
has the strongest appeal to your 


critic. 

Passing quickly over that sketch 
which deals with the first complete 
edition of Haslitt—anJd passing it not 
because it is of little worth, but be- 
cause there are others that seam of 
more widespread interest—we 
that Charlies Lamb is the subject of an 
appreciation. Of him the essayist says: 
“Other writers—great poets and phi- 
losophers and novelists—we may admire 
more their accomplishment, but none of 
these has so endeared h f to us 
personally as ‘Elia.’ none of them is 
cherished in our imagination with so 
sweet a savor. There has in fact 
grown up a kind of legend about his 
name. He is, if ever writer were, hu- 
man in his weaknesses as in his 
strength, yet he dwells apart in our 
affection not quite as other men do.”

is fitting. The question is, as pro- 
pounded by the essayist, ‘have they 
said the least message to man? Have 
they, between them, expressed the 
human race? Mr. More decides in the 
negative. He believes: that we “have 
still to await the coming of the true 
modern who ehall unite the viril- 
ity of Kipling and the graceful charm 
of Omar with a yet deeper note of in- 
sight into spiritual truth than 
been vouchsafed to either.” 

An essay upon Crabbe is followed by 
that upon the “The Novels of George 
Meredith.” There is a criticism, just, 
we think, upon the language of the 
novelist and then comes this original 
thought: “But in the construction of 
these novels there lurks a deeper error 
than mere want of facility. We can- 
not but feel that the author has shown 
unusual genius in a wrong direction; 
and, in fact, strange as it may seem, 
any sound criticism of Mr. Meredith 
must continually reprobate his meth- 
ods, while at the same time admiring 
his ers.” This statement is given 
further explanation: “We would re- 
peat that these artistic laws which he 
transgresses are not conventional rules 
imposed arbitrarily. They are inher- 
ent in the medium which the novel- 
ist must use; and infraction of them 
means that the author does not adopt 
the best and highest method of giving 
pleasure at his disposal.” But, con- 
cludes* the essayist, and we cannot 
but have moments of heartily indors- 
ing his opinion™even when we are 
most out of humor with Meredith— 
}“So refreshing at times is his obsti- 
mate originality that one is almost 
tempted, when reflecting on the tame- 
ness of lesser men, to extol his faults 
as added virtues.” 

The next criticism, which, from its 
title, should be of Hawthorne, is in 
fact, a trac of the evolution of the 
literature of New England, through 
Cotton Mather, “spokesman of that 
half-civilization which migrated across 
the Atlantic under the pressure of the 
Laudian persecutions,” by way of 
Hawthorne, to Mary Wilkins Foun 
man. “We have.” says the essayist 
in conclusion, “followed the develop- 
ment of that half-civilization which 
molded New England from the reli- 
gious enthusiasm of Cotton Mather 
through the tragic art of Hawthorne, 
down te the pathetic paralysis por- 
trayed in these stories of a living 
writer. We have seen a morbid epir- 
ituality, spurning the common nourish- 
ment of mankind, slowly starve itself 
into impotence. Now, as the hunger 
of humanity begins to assert itself 
unhampered by any vision beyond its 
own importunate needs, are we to be- 
hold a new ideal create im, turn an- 
other half-civiligation, blindly mate- 
rialistic as its was harsh- 
ly e#piritual? hat question may not 
be lightly answered. Only it is clear 
that, for the present, the way of 
growth for the literature of New 
Engiand lies through the opening of 
this door of strictly human sympa- 
thies." While one may not agree with 
Mr. More’s opinions nor with his clas- 
sification, nevertheless a moment's 
thought will convince one that the es- 
sayist has nted a problem which 
is well worth consideration and one 
which is concerned not only with the 
literature of New England, but which 
may be applied in a larger sense to 
the literary production of America as 
a nation. 

Of the last two essays in this charm- 
ing book there is little that can be 
said more than that they are equal in 
merit and interest to their compan- 
ions. “Delphi and Greek Literature,” 
“Nemesis, or the Divine Envy,” the au- 
thor has named these last, and if we 
must make a choice we may say that 
of the two we find the more food for 
cogitation in the latter. We have en+ 
-deavored thus roughly to indicate the 
contents of this volume: but we can- 
not flatter ourselves that we have 
given an adequate idea of the beau- 
ties that may be found therein-—only 
personal contact can do that, and that

The debt of English literature to that 
of France is great, and of those who 
have laid the Anglo Saxon under this 
burden Hugo ani Montaigne are fore- 
most. It is therefore most fitting that 
the imitial volume of a series which 
is to have for its subject the biography 
of French men of letters should be 
the life of the first among the essayist« 
of France, Montaigne. Of the work As 
a whole it may be said that the inten- 
tion is to conduct it along lines similar 
to those which have been followed in 
the “English Men Of Letters.” Cer- 
tainly no more happy earnest of the 
character of the undertaking could 
have been given than the issue of Mon- 
taigne’s biography, bearing on its title 
page the name of Edward Dowden, the 
distinguished professor of English Lit- 
erature in Trinity College. Of the oth- 
ers of the series those already an- 
nounced are “Honore de Balzac,” by 
Ferdinand Brunetiére, president of th: 
French Academy, and “Francois Rabe- 
lais,” the author of which is Arthu” 
Tilley, fellow and lecturer of King’ 
College, Cambridge.

| In those days, back of the fifties, a boat load of 
diamond backs might be gathered’ in less than a 
day. Now they are so scarce, and are regarded as 
such a delicacy, that they command anywhere from 
$60 to $120 a dozen. A hunter who finds one or two 
in a day is doing well. . 
: During the ciglities, when-it wes found 
to secure sufficient terrapin to supply the demand 


the idea of obtaining all they could in the summer 
and impounding them. This idea is still in practice. 

At the present time there are a number of 
houses along the coast in which from twenty-five 
to five hundred terrapin are kept in straw and 
earth for months at a time without feeding. 


_A Curious Disposition 


In spite of his ungainly appearance and seem- 
mgly sluggish mind the terrapin is of a most curi- 
ous disposition. When the owner of a pound such 
as mentioned here wishes to exhibit his wares he 
simply pounds with a stick upon a box in the neigh- 
borhood of the straw or earth heap. 

In a few seconds there is a scrambling, and out 
crawls terrapin after terrapin anxious to see what 
the row is all about. 

This curjosity on the part of the henna back 
is frequently the cause of his original downfall. 
The ordinary method of catching him is to wade 
along the edge of a salt water marsh and poke in 
the mud with a stick. When anything hard is 
touched it is usually a terrapin. Some hunters, 
however, simply pound on the gunwale of their 

_ gkiffs as they paddle along the marsh; the noise 
paring their querry to the surface upon tour of 
investigation. 

Although pounds in which terrapin are denis 
itored away and permitted to remain unfed until 
they are needed for roasting or the pot are injuri- 
ous to their flavor, it is practicable to keep them 


in the winter time; firms dealing in them adopted 
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in good condition. They readily become accustomed 
to man, and in a few days after capture respond to 
call and sometimes eat fish crops or shrimp out of 
hand. 


‘Hay devoted himself largely to the Chesapeake Bay 


and its tributary rivers, where the most delicate of 
diamond backs take up their residence, although 
others only a shade less delectable are found along 
the New England coast, the Carolinas, and indeed 
all the way around to Texas. When caught, how- 
ever, the latter are frequently sent to the Chesa- 
peake to fatten up and attain the richest flavor, so 

the Professor was able to make a vareful study of 
them also. 

Probably the greatest market for diamond back 
terrapin in the world is at Crisfield, on the Eastern 
Shore of Maryland. At Crisfield and at Solomon’s 


Island, a small town near the mouth of the Patuxent | 


river, Professor Hay spent the greater part of his 


tume. 


“There,” he writes, “have been brought together 


collections of diamond back terrapin which are un- 
surpassed in any museum, and wuich have the added 
advantage of containing living instead of dead 
specimens.” 

Although to the inexpert eye all diamond backs 
look alike, and indeed the layman is frequently de- 
ceived into buying mud turtles or sliders for them, 
it is astonishing how many distinct varieties there 
really are. Each place seems to have a diamond 
back differing in size and color and shape of the 
shell scales from any other. For instance, the dia- 
mond back found in the Chesapeake is very dark 
and frequently without color markings of any kind. 
His brother of precisely the same species, but who 
lives' in Connecticut or in the Delaware Bay, is 
very light in color, with conspicuous concentric 
markings and very smooth shells. — 

In Florida resides a terrapin so entirely dis- 
tinct in color from the one in the North that he 


could hardly have descended from the same dia-: 


mond back Adam. The background of his armor is 


a deep blue black, but near the middle of each plate 


is a conspicuous orange yellow spot; moreover, his 


head and neck are of a peculiar whitish flesh color, 


the lips and the top of the head white, his legs and 


feet light grayish green with many small specks of 
brown or black. 
The Carolina brother and the brothers from 


_ Texas, Louisiana and Georzia all have peculiarities 


as to color and formation of their own, with numer- 


ous variations even of themselves. 
In a number of ways, however, all diamond 
back terrapin are -alike. A lady diamond back is 


-. much bigger than a gentleman diamond back. The 


biggest of these never grows to be more than nine 
inches long, and unlike their giant great-great 
cousin from the Galapagos Islands, they do not live 
to be very old. A diamond back at 30 is a veritable 
Methuselah. 

Every diamond back begins life at a disadvan- 
tage—it never knows the tender care of a doting 


mother. In May or June she digs a hole in a con- ° 


venient bank along the water, puts from five to 
twelve eggs in it, covers them up and shiftlessly 
goes away. If the weather is warm the eggs may 
hatch in six weeks; if it is cold they hatch in three 
months. 


Law Protects Little Fellows 
When diamond beck first the light: of 


summer’s morning he is about. an inch long. Even 
at that he seems able to take care of himself. He 
catches insects and eats them. Also he develops a 
tooth for tender shoots and rootlets of marsh 


plants. He does not, however, tarr~ long around 


the surface. Soon after being hatched he paddles to 
the nearest marsh and digs a hole for himself, and 
there he spends his first winter and sometimes part 
of his second summer. When he emerges he is twice 
as big as he was when he went in, and, provided he 
lives, he keeps on growing an inch every year until 
he is five inches long. This is as big as some terra- 
pin get, particularly if they are so fortunate, or 
perhaps unfortunate, as to be males. After the 
fourth year the growth is very slow. Each winter, 
however, he does not forget to burrow into the mud 
and snooze until spring. As he grows older, also, he 
eats crabs and oysters. 

The male diamond-back may thank his lucky 
star in one particular. In several States the sale of 


terrapin less than five or six inches in length is ex- 


‘pressly forbidden. As he seldom grows to be mors 


than five inches long. hunters donot bother with 


him. Only his unfortunate wife ‘is taken. Of Geor- 
| giacand Louisiana terrapins Professor Hay has 
_ never seen a perfect male specimen. 3 
: On the. other hand, the male surely is hen- 
pecked, for not being so big as his wife she is able 


to impose upon him. 
Notwithstanding all of his troubles, the dia-

“Although it is a common belief in many places 
where this turtle is found that it is nomadic, mov- 
ing restlessly from place to place, and that it is 
able to make considerable journeys, there is no evi- 
dence to support these notions,” Professor Hay 
tells us.

A Look at the Surrender Tree. 


Crossing the fields, I stopped a while under the Surren- 
der Tree, beneath which Gen. Shafter received from Gen. 


Toral the surrender of Santiago. It has now a barbed 
wire fence around it to keep the vandals from cutting 


The tree is a magnificent Ceiba, which rises about forty 


feet from the ground before its branches begin. It is in 


full leaf and great green orchids hang from its limbs and 
nestle at their roots against the trunk. It was under 
this tree that the real end of the war came. Here was 
the first acknowledgment of Cuba’s independence and of 
the absolute defeat of Spain. 


The Surrender Tree, in fact, marks the birth of the Cu- 
ban republic. It is the site of our beginnings as a world 
power. The United States looked through its branches 
and saw that the earth was good, and started out to pos- 
sess it. Since that surrender we have held a different 
rank among the nations. Our strength has been appreci- 
ated, our flag respected, and our trade increased. It 
means much to the United States, and it should te 
guarded in this great national park until the tooth of

~~ During my stay here I have taken a drive over the road 
which Gen. Leonard Wood made from Santiago to the 
tops of the mountains in the rear. The road runs right 
along the railway, crossing it five times before it reaches 
the hills. It then winds up the mountains to an altitude 
of a thousand feet above the sea. It is as well built as 
the military road made by the Spaniards across Porto 
Rico, and it cost, in places, as much as $25,000 a mile. 
There are cement drains every few feet, where it climbs 
the mountain, and these drains are as emooth as a tiled 
bathroom. They serve to carry the water under the road. 
They were expensive. Still, on a twenty years’ proposi- 
tion, they may be profitable as a piece of engineering.

Some Paris Churches. 


BRIEF GLIMPSES OF NOTRE DAME, 
ST. GERMAIN AND OTHERS.

LORIOUS Notre Dame! The roarings of its deep- 
r toned bells boom through my window with the first 

burst of sunlight. The reverberations of its early 
angelus sweep over Paris proclaiming the new day, and 
there is an impressiveness in those sonorous rhythms 
hardly less inspiring than the light itself. The joy of 
a thousand years seems bellowing out, the history of 
centuries. 

We pass the great edifice on our way to the Académie? 
or rather we step into it on our way to the Académie, 
just to draw a long breath within its historic depths. 
Sometimes we linger to hear the angel's song, the voice 
of a choir boy clothed in purple and white. On Sundays 
we throng to the grand Gregorians. No wonder Pope 
Pius requests a return to this royal music; noble, big, 
dignified, its tones are as majestic as the sacred pile

The good old prelate, clothed in the sumptuous 
vestments of his office, was in the act of blessing the 
congregation, when a renegade priest rushed forward 
and stabbed him to death. And this crime was com- 
mitted as recently as 1857. ; 

A church which was, but is now so no longer—having 
been wrested from religious purposes that it might be 
devoted to the glory of Victor Hugo—is the Pantheon. 
After Notre Dame, this is the most famous church edi- 
fice in Paris. Built in 1764-90 as a church to St. Gene- 
vieve, its history illustrates in a striking manner the 
fickie-mindedness of the French.people. In 1792 it was 
taken from the service of God to be used as a pantheon, 
or temple of fame, for France’s great dead. In 1822 it 
was returned to the service of God again. In 1831 it was 
a pantheon once mote. In 1853 a church again. In 1885 
a pantheon again, in order that Victor Hugo might be 
worshiped there. 

The interior of this building is most beautifully deco- 
rated by the greatest artists of modern France. Purvis 
de Chavannes is represented by some wonderful mas- 
terpieces, while Bonnat, Cabanel, Jean Paul Laurens, 
and others, have contributed their best efforts. In the 
dome is a decoration depicting the apotheosis of St. 
Genevieve, which calls to mind another instance of 
change so typically French. In the original painting, 
St. Genevieve was represented as receiving the homage | 
of Clovis, Charlemagne, St. Louis, and Napoleon. When 
the Bourbons came to power, Napoleon was dispossessed, 
and Louis XVIII put In his place. pity 

In the crypt of the Pantheon, the guide, after showing 
off the tombs, leads the way to a dark corner in which 
a loud echo is to be heard.

Clarke, the Pie Peddler. 


One of the first Americans to land in Manila after our 
troops was a young man by the name of Clarke, from 
Centralia, Illinois. Before the smoke of the bombard- 
ment cleared away he began to exercise his commercial 
instinct by retailing pies to the hungry soldiers. The 
little bakery founded Sy the pie vendor has now grown 
into an establishment of large proportions, giving em- 
ployment to fifteen Americans and thirty Filipinos. The 
Clarke bakery practically supplies the white population 
of Manila with bread. Four and a half tons of American 
flour go into the big*ovens every twenty-four hours. 
When the remnant of the battered Russian fleet limped 
into Manila harbor this summer, the first thing the ad- 
miral did after cabling the Czar that he had been whipped 
was to order 2000 loaves of Clarke’s bread for his 
hungry jackies. 

The elite of commercial Manila takes its noonday lunch 
at Clarke's. He has also been 6o successful in the man- 
ufacture of candy that his name means almost as: much to 
the Orient as Huyler’s, Gunther's and Lowney’s stand 
for ‘a the United States. A branch factory has been es- 
tablished In Shanghai and the proprietor is extending 


his business throughout the entire East. This success- 
ful young pioneer believes in the future of the Philippines 
and is investing his profits here. In the cargo of the 
ship which brought me to Manila there was $5000 worth 
of mining machinery consigned to Clarke, which in itself 
is sufficient commentary on the growth of a business 
that was founded only yesterday with a capital stock con- 
sisting of a basket of pies. 


American Firm Wins Out. 


The development of the firm of Castle Bros.—Wolf & 
Sons, American importers and exporters, shows another 
phase of business success in the Philippines. The gen- 
tlemen in this firm were not of the soldier-of-fortune 
type, but were trained business men from San Francisco 
who brought plenty of money with them to establish 
themselves. They began by taking contracts to pro- 


vide the army with vegetables, produce, frozen meats, and : 


other commodities, at the same time founding a com- 
mission business in flour, feed and fruits. In the course 
of time they added dry goods, cement and electrical ma- 
chinery, and began to export native products such as 
hemp, dried cocoanuts and cigars. 

They are now agents for six of the principal steam- 
ship lines, and have just added a fire and marine insur- 
ance department to their business. They had to compete 
with established English and Chinese firms who knew 
the puzzling ins and outs of the oriental trade that are 
so baffling and perplexing to the American business man.

One potent factor that has received no attention and

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The Making of Wealth. 


COMPARATIVE STUDY OF OPPORTU- 
NITIES IN EUROPE AND AMERICA. 


By a Special Contributor. 


HERE are no such fortunes known in continental 
there are in America, nor Yo men amass 

large fortunes in Europe in a few years as they do 
in America. There are exceptions, of course. There 
is a growing feeling among a certain class of discon- 
tented and in many cases idle people here and there who 
think that no man has a right to be rich. How is this? 
Let us see. Fifty years ago there were thousands of 
men engaged in the iron business. One among these 
spent a great deal of his time in a laboratory experi- 
menting with the converting of iron info steel. He 
found a process which simplified and cheapened this 
operation wonderfully. It took him years to work it out, 
and then nearly twenty years of constant work before he 
could make the industrial world believe in his discov- 
ery. At last the truth prevailed, as it always will, as 
it always must: In another twenty years Mr. Bessemer 
made for himself $10,000,000 out of his discovery. Had 
he a right to this money? I think no man ever had a 
better right to money. The road he followed was open 
to all. He alone followed it. By it he made ae fortune 
in perhaps fifty years in all. The industrial world was 
enriched by it many times more. 

There is an income tax in Germany, and France is 
trying to pass such a law. This enables the government 
to publish pretty reliable statistics on the average in- 
come of the people. Take Berlin, for example. Accord- 
ing to a recent report the people of that city paid taxes 


on an average income of $558. Nearly 88 per cent. of ' 


Belgium already owns the railroads. France has a mo- 


nopoly in the manufacture of tobacco, Gobelin tapes- 
tries, Sevres china and other industries. Conces#ions 
carrying exclusive privileges are not rare in Europe. 
Then industrial combinations prevail whose object is to 
control the market on given products. 


How About Wages? 


The only practical way in which the average man can 
be materially benefited is by giving him the opportu- 
nity to gain a better livelihood by less effort. There are 
more small industries in Belgium thaa in the United 
States. I cannot say that this is generally true of 
France or Germany. Combinations of capital are neces- 
sary everywhere to keep pace with the competition of | 
the day. To have a great industry there must be large 
capital. To the average wage earner it does not seem 
to matter much whether the company he works for is 
composed of five shareholders or of 5000 unless he is one 
of them. As to that, more working people have invest- 
ments outside of their wages in America, ten to one, 
than in Europe. If it comes to the ability to have such 
investments by means of frugality and providence the 
ratio not less than 100 to one. Facts prove this. The 
average income of the people of Berlin is set forth above, 
$558. That includes the richest as well as the poorest 
who pay an income tax. Place side by side with this a 
recently published report of the Bureau of Labor at 
Washington which takes 2567 families not one of which 
reports an income of over $1200 a year. The average 
was $827 for the whole list. None of these could fall 
much below the general average for Berlin where the 
largest income in the city figure in that report. These 
families reported a consumption of over one pound of 
beef per day for every day of the year. These are fam- 
ilies of wage earners and they are given as 8 fair aver 
age of the whole type in America.

If we go to France we find large fortunes limited to 
very few people. Of the whole population less than 20,-

These are the richest men in all 
France. Perhaps 290 persons may be worth about §$2,- 
000,000 each. Less than 500 are worth over $1,000,000. 


How Does This Affect the People? 


ls this absence of men with great fortunes a blessing 
to the people generally? That may be a strange ques- 
tion to ask. But it will not seem so to one who reflects 
how many of our people think not only that no man has 
a right to a large fortune, but that the possessor of a 
large fortune is a menace to society. This notion is not 
of native American birth or growth. It is an exotic. 
There is a school of economic thought in Germany, too, 
which entertains this notion. To see and know the con- 
ditions in both countries would dissipate this erroneous 
thought. The American who holds it would be enlight- 
ened if he were to see conditions all over Europe, where 
vast fortunes are rare. The German would be enlight- 
ened if he were to look with open eyes on cenditions as 
they exist in America, where such vast fortunes are 
found; if he looked upon industries which are the out- 
come of these large fortunes. 

In the first place, the general absence of great for- 
tunes does not do away with trusts. European govern- 
ments do not take as much interest in the controlling of 
trusts as our own does, particularly under the leader- 
Most governments there 
sustain great monopolies of their own. Germany owns 
°) her railroads. Switzerland will soon own al! hers.

are 850,000 coal miners whose average income is given 
at $450 a year. In the United States there are about the 
same number of miners as in England, and their wages 
are about 25 per cent. higher than in England. Remem- 
ber that the cost of living in England and Germany for 
the poor man, if he lives as well one place as the other, 
will be very much higher than in the United States. In 
Austria there are 170,000 miners whose average earnings 
do not exceed $200 a year; in Belgium 1300 miners whose 
wages are a trifle higher than in Austria, in Russia the 
number of miners is about 100,000; their wages about the 
same as in Austria. In France there are 170,000 coal 
miners, whose average wages are slightly below that in 
Germany. The coal miner in the United States does 
pretty nearly twice as much work as the average one 
in Europe because of the use of machinery. As to 
women, who number about 2 to 10 per cent. of those 
working in coal mines in Europe. their average wages 
will often run as low as $50 to $10¥ a year. There are 
thousands of boys under 16 in the mines whose wages 
many cases will run below $15 a year. 


Dusseldorf is a great iron and steel center. Separate 
the working people there in the shops into classes ac- 
cording to their wages, and hundreds will run at an av- 
erage of $150 to $175 a year. Thousands will get $175 
to $200. Tens of thousands will come on the list earn- 
ing $220 to $250. Here the great mass of them will fall. 
Then the figures fall very rapidly as the wages rise to 
$275 or $300. The hours will be about sixty to a week. 


In Thuringia, on the borders of Holland, is found one 
of the most primitive communities in all Europe.

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Japanese Ceramics. 
HisroRic SKETCH OF JAPANESE 
PORCELAIN MANUFACTURE. 

By a Special Contributor. 
ROBABLY no one has ever seriously taken up the 
consideration of oriental cs without, at least, 
feeling the alluring charm with which it has en- 

thralied its thousands. It appeals to all. The exquis- 


ite forms of the pieces at once arrest the attention of 
those whose tastes incline to modeling or sculpturing, 


the methods of manufacture, so primitive yet producing 
the highest degree of perfection. The chemist attempts 

to elucidate scientifically what accumulated experience 
a before the uneducated oriental. The geolo- 
gists can employ a lifetime of research into the mater- 
jails of manufacture. The archaeologist, the historian, ‘ 


m fact anyone, whatever his hobby, will find ampie 
scope for expansion among the modern as well as an- 
cient productions of the oriental kilns. ; 

The story of ceramic art is lost in the early mists of 
history. Apparently most of the early nationalities 
have produced at least crude earthenware, but the Chi- 
nese were certainly the discoverers of the art of making 
porcelain, and from the place of its origin, it eventu- 
ally became known throughout China and her dependen- 
cles, of which Korea was one. Japan learned from 
China and Korea. The western nations went to the 
source for their instruction, so that the British, French 
and German factories were established in direct imita- 
tion of the methods so long extant at the potteries of 
King Te Ching on the Yangtse River. While the west- 
ern potters have never been able to equal the Chinese 


productions, the Japanese have surpassed them in the 


excellence of their wares. It is natural, then, to turn to 
the Japanese pottery centers in order to study the ceram- 
fe art, and such a visit can be made in comfort, while 
the hardships of the journey to the Chinese factories 
will discourage the average tourist. 

Notwitlistanding the volumes of literature descriptive 
of the products of Japanese potteries, visitors to the 
island re find the subject extremely confusing, and 
this on increases until the fact is suddenly real- 
ized that not all of these products are porcelains. It 
will assist the novice considerably if he bears in mind

The faience is opaque, the paste being strong but not vit- 
rified’d. The pottery is the ordinary glazed or unglazed 
earthenware, the biscuit of which may or may not be 
white. In this classification the wares ordinarily used 
in western countries are faience, the biscuit not being 


vitrified or glassy; and none of the French, German or 


English porcelains approach the Chinese or Japanese 
products in this respect. Pottery was the original Jap- 
anese ware, the manufacture of porcelain being derived 
from the Chinese, and at the same time the Koreans 
taught the Japanese the art of making faience. 


It is interesting to note that factories developed inde- 
pendently in many different provinces of Japan, and this 
has led to the distinct types of Japanese ceramics. The 
most famous of these ceramic-producing provinces are 
the following: Porcelain—Owari, Hi Hirado and 
Kaga. Faience—Satsuma and Kioto. —Tokio. 
Owari probably is the cradle of this industry in Japan, 
for history mentions that in 920 A.D. porcelain was be- 
ing made here, and it is réasonably certain that the art, 
if not the materials - themselves, were derived from 
China. In the 13th century a Japanese potter was sent 


to China, where he learned more of the Chinese art, and 
on returning set up his kilns at Seto, in Owari provirce, 
and turned out much famous ware. Later, when Hizen 
province had become famous for its artistic porcelains, 
the descendants of the potters at Seto, wishing to im- 
prove their products, tried vainly to obtain information 
from the Hizen artists, but without progress until one 
Tamikichi went to the Arita potteries and married the 
widow of a potter. After four years of practice and 
study at Arita, Tamikichi ran away from his wife and, 
returning to Seto, put into practice the secrets he had 
learned at Arita. His kilns were famous for the large 
plates of that blue porcelain known to the Japanese 4s 
Somet-Suke. 

Probably Hizen province is best known to Europe on 
account of the quantities of porcelain sold to the Dutch 
traders during the 17th and 18th centuries, most of 
which came from the district of Imari. While Owari is 
probably the pioneer province in the porcelain work, 
there can be no doubt that Hizen province has perfected 
the Japanese ceramic art. In the sixteenth century one 
Gorodayy Shonsui, made a journey to Foochow, China, 
where he learned the art of making porcelains. He took 
a large stock of clays and feldspar back to Japan, where 
he made beautiful underglaze blue and white pieces. 


His work would have ceased with the exhaustion of his 


materials, had not a Korean potter, who had been forci- 
bly taken to Japan in the hopes that he might yield up 
some of his secrets for his liberty, discovered the re- 
quired feldspar near Imari. This discovery insured the 
permanence of the industry. At first the decoration of 

the biscuit under the 


glaze, but the much more perfect method of decoratio 
over the glaze was introduced from China in 1650. Next 
one Higashi Jima perfected the mixing of clays and th 
firing of wares. In 1770 the seggar was invented. Thi: 
is a sort of clay pot or cover in which delicate porcelai: 
can be fired without damage from the fierce heat. Th: 
seggar was suggested by several pieces fusing togethe 
in such a way as to protect a central one. The Imar 
porcelains are to be seen in all Japanese bazaars and ar. 
at once recognized by their red and blue grounds edge: 
with gold. 

Hirado province is justly famous for the small por- 
celain figures made by its potters during the seventeen *h 
century. Here are also produced ex te blues. 

The province of Kaga began its porcelain manufac- 
ture in 1650, when the art was brought from China. 
Throughout the seventeenth century the art flourished, 
and it finally became extinct in the eighteenth century.

The Owari, Imari, Hirado and Kutani are the finest 
productions of the Japanese porcelain kilns. While the 
porcelains are probably more appreciated by the west- 
erner, the Japanese are justly proud of. their faience, ana 
| there is a charm in the creamy richness of this marvel- 
ous ware that entrances all who study it. The pioneer 
province in this art was Satsuma. In the year 1592 a 
prince of this province went on an expedition to Korea, 
and on his return in 1598 he brought seventeen Korean 
potters to establish kilns at his home. In 1630 feldspar 
was discovered in Satsuma, and since then the manufa:- 
ture.of faience has been uninterrupted 

Another province famous for its faience is that of Ki- 
oto, where kilns were established in the district of Raku 
by a Korean in 1550. The present is the eleventh gener- 
ation of the family, and the wares still mark 
“Raku,” meaning happiness, a mark conferred upon the 
family by a nobleman in the year 1580. Raku ware ix 
principally teapdte and cups and is highly esteemed 
throughout Japan. 

Probably the most satisfactory point to study the 
manufacture of faience is at Awata, a suburb of Kioto, 
where the excellent Awata wares are made.

The shining waters of the Nile wind in and out 
among the distant paims, and mirror in their surface the 
fellah villages clinging to the muddy banks, while 
women with large water jars balanced upon their heads, 
herds of camels loaded with bales of merchandise, pa- 
triarchal Egyptians with turbanmed heads and flowing 
beards, riding upon the most diminutive of donkeys, and 
strangely fashioned two-wheeled wagons bearing inter-

Cairo, “the many-sided, many-colored city of the des- 
ert.” as it has been aptly called, is the ideal eriental 


city, and preserves the true spirit of the East. As we. 


ramble through the fascinating and bewildering laby- 
rinth of bazaars; or go tearing through its narrow, 
crowded streets on the “hurricane deck” of the ubiqui- 
tous and inevitable donkey (the “street car of the East”) 
we are carried back'in spirit to the days of Haroun Al- 
Raschid, and all the world of oriental fiction is conjured 
up by the subtle charm of its dreamy atmosphere. In 
its older native quarters this “city of the desert” dis- 
plays the delightfully picturesque and purely Arabic 
characteristics of true oriental architecture, and remains 
essentially that wondrous city of the “Arabian Nights,” 
which our earliest childhood’s fancy pictured to itself. 
The most striking features are the immense khans and 
covered bazaars, the medieval city walls and ancient 
gates, the mosques with their exquisitely-carved and 
stuccoed minarets, conceded to be the finest in the 
world, and from whose balconies the sonorous voice oc: 
the Muezzin is heard five times a day sounding the Mo- 
hammedan call to prayer, the curious winding streets,

In every large factory in the island |republic, the work- 
ers, by weekly contributions, provide themselves with 
reading matter and a reader, whose jduty it is to read 
those things selected by vote by the workers themselves. 
He reads three hours each day while they work, and 
his reading covers a wide range, spapers, poems, 
magazines and fiction.

Buchanan’s Birthplace. 
Historic LoG CaBin Now Occvu- 
PIED BY NEGROES.

HE é@ale of Abraham Lincoln's birthplace, a 110-acre 
farm at Hodegenville, Ky., recently shocked the 
country, particularly as the site was valued at only 
$3600. Those who saw the plot of land so identified with 
memories of the Great Emancipator go for such a soug 
had a fair chance to speculate on the ingratitude of re- 
publics. | 
But in this case it was only the land on which the 
historic house stood, and not the structure itself, that 
went under the hammer. The Lincoln log cabin was 
long since taken away and is a treasured relic. In: this 
respect Lincoln has fared better than his immediate 
predecessor in the Presidential chair. The Lincoln 
house has been saved, put the birthplace of James Bu- 
chanan, the only Pennsylvanian ever to achieve the high 
Office, while it still exists, and is in reasonably good 
condition, has been abandoned to the use of negroes... 
This may fairly be termed one of the ironies of fate. 
Negroes in the house that saw the birth of Bachanan, 
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PRESIDENT JAMES BUCHANAN. 


Buchanan the head of the party that in the stormy stress 
of the Civil War was ranged against the negro! 

The little log cabin is located high up in a gorge just 
off the turnpike that leads from Mercersburg to McCon- 
nelisburg, in Franklin county, Pa. The structure is a 
humble, one-story house with a little attic. In its front 
is a doorway and a small window. On one side are two 
small windows, that must have limited seriously the 
amount of daylight the future President saw when he 
came into the world in April, 1791, 

For a house that is more than a century old, the struc- 
ture is in excellent condition. For a very little outlay, 
it could be so arranged that its solid walls and stout 
roof would easily weather the storms of another hun- 
dred years, but nobody cares enough to take the initial 
steps. 

Years ago there was some slight interest in the house, 
and a number of citizens had it moved from the moun- 
tains into the town of Mercersburg, where it now stands. 
Then there was talk of converting it into a museum, but 
this would have cost money, and as no one wanted to 
spend, the house was left for the occupancy of whoever 
wanted it. 7 

So the building in which was born a man who shaped 
national policies, and of whom Judge Jere 8. Black sai 
in his eloquent tribute, “He walked on the mountain 
ranges of the law,” is uncared for, neglected, and needs 
only some smal! act of carelessness, some trivial neg- 
lect of precautions in cooking for kindling a fire, to send 
it whirling up in flames. 

Part of the original building has been put to good use. 
When the cabin was taken into Mercersburg it was 
not found practicable to remove the foundations. These 
stones had been put into the earth to stay, and be- 
sides the difficulty of extricating, the cost of carrying the 
heavy material over the Blue Mountains acted as a de- 
terrent. So the foundation stones were permitted to re- 
main where they were. Some few still keep vigil on the 
spot around which the towhead, blue-eyed “Jimmy” Bu- 
chanan played among the. rocks and giant trees, but

S It is less hard to reconcile oneself to have the stones 
of the historic old cabin go into a structure for the de- 
velopment of future Presidents than to the thought that 
the cabin itself has been abandoned to negroes. 

All the country immediately around has retained to a 
surprising degree that natural wildness that marked it

a century ago. At the time of Buchanan’s birth ‘he 
turnpike had not been made, but there are traces of a 
packer’s path that ran on one side of the house and a 
wagon trail that passed the other. 

“Stony Batter” the natives call the spot where Bu- 
chanan came into the world. It was a great center for 
farmers of the western counties to come in with thei: 
products, and make trades for the necessaries of life, 
“the store goods” brought from Baltimore, the big city 
nearest Mercersburg in those days. 

Within a stone’s throw of the place where the cabin 
stood is a stream called Trout Run, and it is probable 
that here many a time the future Chief Executive of the 
greatest of republics fished as a boy, and without fully 
appreciating all their wonders revelled in the towering 
glory of the mountain scenery. 

If he willed to hunt there was game a plenty, and 
game, too. Bears, wildcats and panthers came so 
to the cabin that, Buchanan's biographer telis us, 
mother used to tie a bell on the future President’s neck 
so that in his wanderings he should not stroll so far 
away from the house as to be placed in danger from the 
wild beasts. Perhaps but for this precaution there 
would have been no President from Pennsylvania. 


The stock was Scotch-Irish. After emigrating from 
the other side, Buchanan, Sr., went to Philadelphia, and 
then proceeded to the home of his maternal uncle, 
Joshua Russell, in Adams county. Soon he became an 
assistant in the store of John Toms, at “Stony Batter.” 
In 1788 he married Elizabeth Speer, and went in business 
for himself. 

James Buchanan’s father was a man of great ability, 
an omnivorous reader, and a deep thinker. In 1786 he 
took his family into Mercersburg, and James, then five 
years old, studied Latin and Greek, and gained all his 
instruction from local teachers until he entered Dickiv- 
son, in 1807, from which he graduated with the highest 
honors. 

_ At the age of 21 he was admitted to the bar at Lan- 
caster, and from that post rose steadily till he ultt- 
mately attained the highest place to any American. 


There are many reminders of Buchanan in Mercers- 
burg. The old house occupied by his father is now used 
as a hotel, and is so changed that no one would ever 
know that it had been the residence of a father and 
mother of a future Chief Executive. Just opposite is the 
Lane House, where Harriet Lane Johnson, the beautiful 
and accomplished niece of the President, who presided at 
the White House during his term, was born and lived. 

But all these places pale in importance before the 
humble cabin in which he was born, and every impulse 
of American pride should actuate Congress to rescue it 
from its present tenants for preservation as a national 
relic.

SOME STRANGE BURIAL CUSTOMS OF 
THE SOUTHWEST.

HATEVER partakes of the mysterious appeals 
to the mind of the Indian. Superstitious by na- 
ture and education and imagination to an ex- 
treme, all that is unknown and unfathomed ie associ- 
ated with the miraculous and supernatural, and he lives 
in an atmosphere of mysticism. Death is to him a cir- 
cumstance of the highest degree of mystery, and the 
ceremonies attending the funeral and burial are, there- 
fore, elaborate and in many cases imposing. 

The services over the dead vary greatly with differ- 
ent tribes, and the methods of disposing of the bodies 
are many. Inhumation is, perhaps, the most commori 
method of putting away the dead, but even here there 
is @ variety of customs. Some bury the dead in a sit- 
ting posture. Others double the body together and bind 
it with cords. Still others stand the body uprightly, and 
in other cases the corpse is given a recumbent position. 
Several of the tribes of the Southwest practice crema- 
tion; some dispose of their dead by placing the bodies 
upon elevated platforms; others entomb them in stone 
cysts, caves, huts or other buildings, while some of the 
coast tribes sink the bodies in the waters of the ocean.

grave by being tied double with ropes passed under the jocks, in shallow graves, and, in the case of children; in 


knees and around the neck. When the medicine man of 
the tribe pronounces death inevitable, the grave is pre- 
pared. This is a perfectly round hole four or five feet 
deep, just large enough to receive the body. It often 
happens that the medicine man makes a mistake in the 
diagnosis of the case, and the patient recovers. His 
grave is then left unfilled till such a time as he is ready 
to occupy it. Should other members of the tribe die 
first, new graves are prepared for them, the other be- 
ing left to yawn till it gets the one for whom it was 
made. It therefore happens that nearly every Pima 
cemetery contains several open graves. 


The burial is accompanied by chanting by the mourn-— 


ers, words laudatory to the departed being improvised. 


The grave is filled while the weird songs are being sung, 


and a pole fence or covering is then constructed to pro- | 
tect the grave from the depredations of coyotes or other | 


wild animals. The immediate relatives of the departed 
cut their hair, as a sign of their mourning. and they 
cease from their pations several weeks. 
Immediately the services at the grave, the house 
and personal effects of the departed are burned and his 
or her cattle and horses are slaughtered and cooked. A 
great feast is then made in which all menibers of the 
tribe in the vicinity take part. 7

in a dwelling, it is immediately abandoned and, as soon 
as practicable, a new home is built. In the meantime 
the surviving members of the household camp out or 
take refuge with other members of the tribe.

VALUE OF PERENNIALS. | 


No DEARTH oF Goop VARIETIES FOR 
THE GARDEN. | 


By Ernest Braunton. 


N the chase after new plants we have largely lost 
| sight of the good, old-fashioned flowers that were the 

charm of our childhood gardens, those easily cared-for 
plants “like mother used to grow.” During the years 
the majority of gardens were being filled with latter-day 
“creations” the improvement of these stable old-time 
plants has gone steadily forward until now we are on the 
eve of a healthy return to the companions of our younger 


classes of perennials that those who have not kept pace 
with them would hardly recognize them as being the 
same plants. 

Nothing adds so much quiet charm and homelikeness to 
a@ garden as the herbaceous perennial border. It is pecu- 
liarly adapted to gardens of any style or any amount of 


care, but in gardens where- only a limited care can be 


aw 


A 


the use of perennials will give much better satisfaction 
than any annuals. Perennials root deeply in the soil, 
and most of them make a fine system of fibrous roots, 
often running into thousands of hair-like roots on a 
single clump of plants. Such an arrangement well fits 
them for successfully enduring droughts and periods of 
neglect. Good care must of necessity be given the first 
summer, to insure the proper deyelopment of a feeding 
system. If more of these old-fashioned perennials were 
used we would hear far less about having “no flowers in 
summer,” and “our garden is so bare of plants during hot 
weather.” The perennials among the asters, sunflowers, 
and some others, are not so large and showy as the an- 
nual species, but are much easier to grow and their per- 
manence makes them extremely desirable as compared 
with the annual species. 

One to whom the above advice was given stated that 


There is here appended a list of fifty 
as they occur to the writer, but this list has not touched 
upon some classes of plauts, and could be extended into 
the hundreds: Ageratum, anemone, aster, begonia, bol-

Climbing Roses. 


While it is wrong in principle to plant climbing roses 
upon dwellings, where conditions are unusually favor-— 


able, pleasing results are occasionally attained. Roses , 
do much better if climbing over a trellis or dead tree 
where the light and air may reach them on all sides.

The Fragrant Magnolia. — 


“Way down South where the cotton grows,” the mag- 
nolia is perfectly at home, for it grows in the swamps 
where both soil and atmosphere are saturated with 
moisture. In California such conditions are impossible, 
and the magnolia is somewhat disappointing to our visi- 
tors from our other “sunny South.” In a few places only 
does it approach its native luxuriance, and in this State 
it seems most happy about Sacramento. There they have 
two large rivers and considerable low land to supply the 
air with moisture, and after a tree is well started it may, 
in the lower parts of the city, easily thrust its roots down 
into a good supply of soil moisture. Locally the tree 
does best when in lawns where pains are taken to give 
it more water than the lawns ever require. 


A Fine Orchard Collection. 


Dr. R. Schiffmann, a wealthy orchid fancier of St. Paul, 
writes to this department that his fine collection of plants 
is now at his future home in Pasadena, where the orchid- 
Joving public are invited to visit and inspect. Dr. Schiff- 


mann has an international reputation as a collector of 
these beautiful plants, having traveled through Mexico, 
every Central American state, and in many of South 
America. In addition to these trips he has made two to 
the Philippines, China, Japan, etc. His return from these 
latter countries three and two years ago, each time with 
a shipload of orchids, was the horticultural sensation of

Two Vines Somewhat Rare. . 


Vitis heterophylla variegate is a very showy, varie- 
gated-leaved grape that makes a fine show throughout 
summer and autumn, its only drawback lies in the fact 
that it is deciduous; however, it is well worthy of a 
place in the garden, for the Boston ivy, so popular here, 
is equally deciduous. In fact, the plant noted differs but 
little in appearance from this so-called ivy except in color 


= ee and the fact that it climbs by tendrils instead 
eet.” 


An improved variety of Ampelopsis tricuspidata the 
“Boston ivy,” is advertised under the name of A. Roylei. 
It is described as having leaves much larger than the 
first named, dark green and shining, never 
deeply lobed but remaining heart-shaped. If it is all that 
is claimed for it, California will be able to appreciate 
such a novelty, though for climbing over dwelling- 
houses the larger leaf proves a drawback. Draperies of 
vines over houses should be of the most delicate and 
graceful in habit. 


The Ternate Island Pea. 


Among the many old flowering plants of exceptional 
merit and easy to cultivate is Clitoria ternatea, a pea vine 
with large, brilliant, blue flowers which attracts consid- 
erable attention, and is much admired when well grown. 
They should be sown in soil rather heavy, if possible, 
else they often assume a weakly variegated hue instead 
of putting on healthy foliage. The vine is useful for 
trailing along the ground, for low trellis work, baskets, 
or vases, growing luxuriantly if the soil is good. There 
is a white-flowered variety, and another with pinkish 
flowers, but neither are so desirable as the blue. 


Dwarf Lantanas. 


Lantanas have always been favorites in parks and 
large gardens generally, as well as for specific purposes.

An unusually heavy frost may prune them for 
you; in any event, leave the foliage and branches on 
for protection. Should you prune them now and a spell 
of warm weather comes, a new growth would be induced, 
and while the vines were full of sap a hard frost might 
prove fatal.

An Energetic Botanist. 

A letter from one of the best botanists on this Coast 
states: “Greene is out with 114 species of Eschscholtzia, 
with others in reserve.” Doubtless most of our readers 
will recognize Eschscholtzia as the scientific name of our 
California poppy. Prof. E. L. Greene (for there is “but 
one only” Greene) of Washington, D.C., formerly of Cali- 
fornia, is the most energetic botanist ever residing on the 
Pacific Coast (or elsewhere). A conservative botanist at 
| the University of California once wrote of him as hav- 
ing “what is termed a keen eye for specific differences 
and an appreciation of natural relationships which has 
led him to propose new arrangements for many genera 
and species. He is also the author of a large number of 
new names and new combinations than any other Amer- 
ican botanist or zodlogist.” Lovers of our State flower 
have no cause for alarm, notwithstanding the fact that 
good botanists give us but ten or a dozen speciés; we 
who love them know but one species locally and good an- 
thorities give us but two, and even then the distinction is 
a horticultural one—apparently the same both 
perennial and annual. It is hardly possible that Prof. 
Greene’s classification will find very wide acceptance, 
even among the extremists.

Park Building. 


We often hear subsetiens urged against the improve- 
ment of Griffith Park by the city, on the ground that it is 
too large a problem for us at present; that it is too far 


from the city proper, and many other reasons are given 
why we should “stagnate” in regard to park improve- 


| Ments. The same objections have been used to stem the 


tide of park building in all cities. When Central Park, 
in New York City, was proposed, there was considerable 
opposition to such an area, purely for pleasure, and the 
commissioners were confronted with many objections, 
some plausible, and apparently well founded Lawyers 
gave their opinion that it would be impossible for police 
to guard such a cosmopolitan, free place of recreation; 
and clergymen urged that it would be license rather than 
privilege, and the result would be desecration of the 
Sabbath. Despite all opposition Central Park bloomed 
out in all its varied beauty and is, and will continue to 
be, a blessing infinite to that great city. 


What we need for Griffith Park is either a commission 
| independent of the balance of our park affairs or a long- 
| time commission such as wee outlined in these columns 


but a thing of beauty. Beware of planting camphor trees 


several weeks ago. Experience has shown that admiuis- 
tration of such parks should be entrusted to permanent 
commissions, and that nothing should be done until a 
competent landscape gardener has been employed and 
has completed -his design. This having been accepted, 
the plans and specifications for construction and embel- 
lishment ought to be carried out under a skilled superin- 
tendent who will intelligently and conscientiously de- 
velop and carry to completion the work entrusted to him. 
In ten of our largest American cities that have fine park 
systems controlled by independent commissions, the an- 
nual tax rate on $1000 for park improvement and mainte- 
nance has been, for the last few years, only 30 cents. 
The first and most important matter in park affairs is the 
selection of broad-minded, public-spirited men for park 
commissioners; men whose standing in the community 
is high, who take pleasure in putting in their spare hours 
inspecting the parks, who consider the office one of honor 
exclusively. With such men at the head of any park sys- 
tem, success is inevitable. 


Horticultural Societies. 


There is urgent need that our local for the 
advancement of horticulture take hold of the establish- 
ment of a botanic garden for Los Angeles. Such a fea- 
ture is expected of all semi-tropic and tropic countries 
and many places with a climate similar to ours have gar- 
dens famous the world over. Years ago we had one 
started in Elysian Park. The work on same was all done 
by some half-dozen persons, the writer among the num- 
ber. We now have so many enthusiasts that proper sup- 
port for such a movement should be forthcoming. Local 
horticultural societies must do something more than hold 
stated meetings whereat formal addresses are presented, 
usually on a topic worn threadbare by long service, and 
at which but a small percentage of the membership is 
present. 

Usually they are doing nothing, really; creating noth- 
ing; making no progress. In order to be alive, the so- 
clety must be aggressive: it must carry its tenets and 
principles beyond the confines of the meeting-room and 
attack problems of public weal. Our Los Angeles society 
each month has some very creditable exhibitions of flow- 
ers, in which the public is much interested, but we have 
need of taking up matters more far-reaching, permanent, 
and of greater value. It is to be hoped that another year 


will see the establishment of a botanic garden not in any 
way connected with our park department. Such a garden 
could never reach a high state of usefulness if under po- 
litical control.

Several weeks ago he could see no 
difference between the treated and untreated plants. 


Perhaps the soil is so rich that the cultures woul not 


multiply. But it is worth something to have the trial 
made on a large scale, and later reports may be more 
favorable.

Conserving Natural Growth. | 


NOTICE that in some of the suburban and country 

tracts now being opened for settlement in town-lot 
parcels, the promoters are leaving the natural growth of 
the chaparral where it appears in clumps or small trees. 
This will add much to the value of the property. We 
have in some of the wild growth fine specimens of shade 
trees. The elderberry is one example of an ornamental 
tree of superior merit where it grows alone and has 
some cultivation. In the tract I have seen this plant is 
abundant, and one specimen is as dense as an umbrella 
tree. It is attractive in both bloom and foliage, long- 
lived and all to Be saved in the new lots where it has 
been growing long enough to have good size and form. 
Another good shade tree for small lots grows wild here 
in the common castor bean, and one of its cultivated 
varieties. I have seen a grove of this plant extensive 
and large enough for picnic purposes. This plant is 
most ornamental, hardy enough for ordinary localities 


- gnd free from all insect pests as far as I have observed. 


On a large tract in the hills north of the city recently 
cleared for divisional purposes every wild plant of any 
size has been preserved, and the property is of increased 
value because of it.

One farmer but a few miles from 
Los Angeles is more than doubling the highest figure 
given here, but he furnishes the retail trade and has not 
much competition in the quality in a local way. So the 
general estimate given above is no doubt fair, and cer- 
tainly makes a good showing when the magnitude of 
the industry in the central portion of the State is con- 
sidered. There are said to be 10,000 acres of land in 
this State devoted to table grape growing, mostly situ- 
ated in Sacramento and San Joaquin counties. The

HE public at large has a vague feeling that something 
is happening in Germany inimical! to the agricultural 
of the United States. The following informa- 


tion may be taken as a basis for any alarm the Ameri- 
can people may wish to indulge in regarding the attitude 
of the Kaiser’s country toward the country of Uncle 
Sam's: The German Reichstag has just ratified the new 
commercial treaties with Russia, Austria-Hungary, Italy, 
Switzerland, Belgium, Roumania and Servia. This com- 
pletes the work upon the new tariff which the German 
government has had in preparation for several year# 
It will go into effect March 1, 1906, and will remain ip 
effect for eleven years. Under the old German tariff 
this country was granted the “conventional tariff” of the 
seven countries above named, upon all articles shipped 
to Germany. The consideration was that the United 
States allow reductions of dutics upen brandiés, wines, 
paintings and statuary seni from Gern.any to this coun- 
try. We have also a “most-favored nation treaty” with 
Prussia that has been in force since 1828; this treaty 
may be terminated upon one year’s notice. If we are 
left out in all this whirl of circumstances it will make 
@ great difference in our trade with Germany. In the 
year 1903 the United States held first rank among the 
nations from which Germany received its imports, and 
Germany exported more commodities during that year 
to two other countries than to ours. Cotton is the oniy 
great American commodity that will not suffer by the 
new tariff. The principal exports from the United 
States to Germany last year were valued in millions of 
collars as follows: Raw cotton, 109; breadstuffs, 16; pro- 
visions, 21; copper, 11; mineral oils, 9; iron and steel, 
5; tobacco, 5; oil cake and meal, 4. |

Suggestions on Fruit Handling. 


P J. DREHER, the secretary and manager of the San 
Antonio Fruit Exchange, in his annual report makes 
many valuable suggestions as to the best way to handle 
citrus fruits while in preparation for shipment. “Much 
injury is done by the packers and sorters, who handle 
fruit in the bins, by breaking the skin of the fruit with 
the finger nails.” Further Mr. Dreher recommends that 
the packers wear gloves or rubber finger tips while hand-

Reforesting a Success.

In 
the early days of the underground railway, the natural- 
ist concealed a runaway negro from his pursuers, and in 
after years, when concealment was no longer necessary, 
the negro returned to Concord, and, hunting up his bene- 
factor, made him a present of the china figures.

reau ever afterward kept the piece on his desk. 


The Alcott’s property adjoined “The Wayside” on the 
side next to the Emersons’. The family lived here for 
twenty-five years. The house was called the “Orchard 


' House,” and in Mies Alcott’s journal was referred to as 
“a picturesque old house on the side of a hill, with an 


orchard of apple trees.” The fruit trees have to a great 
extent disappeared, the one with the gnarled limb that 
was described as the “horse” in “Little Women,” rotted 
down only a few years ago. The place was a favorite 


"one with Mr. Alcott, and here he had his study, and on 


the hillside back of the house he built the Summer 
School of Philosophy. 

Louisa wrote many of her children’s stories in this 
house, but she seems never to have been very fond of it, 


| In -her early years of authorship it was to the garret of 


this old place that she would fly for seclusion and have 
out her fit of “the blues” In her journal, under date of 
April, 1860, she says: “John Brown's daughters came to 
board, and upset my plans of rest and writing when the 
I had my fit of woe 
up garret on the fat rag bag, and then put my papers 
away, and fell to work at housekeeping.” 

The house is at present without an occupant; in fact, 
it has fallen so badly into decay that it appears scarcely 
habitable. It, too, is owned by Mrs. Lotlirop, and the 
townspeople say that she bought it that it might not fall 
into the hands of undesirable persons. Grass and weeds 
grow rank on the grounds, the porches and outbuildings 
are crumbling away, and some of the doors and windows 
are boarded up. The little one-story, unpainted struc- 


| ture with the sharp-pointed entrance looks even more 
| sadly neglected, and is a reminder, almost pathetic, of 


the School of Philosophy. Since the time of Mr. Alcott 
the building has been put to many uses, the last as a 
storehouse for potatoes and onions. 

Both the “Orchard House” and “The Wayside” have 


been the prey of the curious and the relic hunter. And 
as a protection to the properties, it has been necessary 


to use stringent measures. The places are fairly sown 


| with signs warning off trespassers with threats of prose- 
| eution. “If it wasn’t for the threats of puttin the law 


looking after the places, “there wouldn't be any houses 
or anything else.” 

The relic hunters have apparently not stopped with 
the homes, but have been quite as industrious at the 
graves. The final resting places of Concord’s distin- 
guished dead are all in the same part of Sleepy Hollow 
Cemetery. Thoreau’s grave is marked by a simple 
stone. A border of hardy shrubs surround the Haw- 
thorne lot, and a bowlder marks Emerson’s grave. Lou- 
isa Alcott’s body was placed across the feet of the graves 
of her father, mother and sister, that, as it has been 
expressed, she might “take care of them as she had 
done all her life.” | 

“Friends and admirers see that the graves are kept 
green,” said one of the residents of the town.” but it 
would take a corps of detectives to put a stop to the ra- 
pacity of the relic hunters. 

“If something is not done to forestall these vandals,” 
continued this same Concord man, “the bowlder over 
Emerson’s grave must be replaced, for the steady, 
stealthy chipping is certain)Jy wearing it away. Flowers 


‘and plants have time after time been carried away from 


the Alcott lot. And as for the border around Haw- 
thorne’s grave, they would keep that stripped even if & 
should be replaced half a dozen times a year. Did you 
ever hear how one year it was preserved? Some per- 
gon suggested to the caretaker that he try spreading 
acorns and pine cones over the lot, and he acted on the 
suggestion. 

“Well, all over the country there are prized oaks that 
the owners say were grown from acorns that dropped 
from an overhanging tree upon Hawthorne's grave. 
Perhaps so, but the chances are that if the proud arbori- 
eculturist had been around some morning early he might 
have seen them placed there by a conscientious care- 
taker. But the border was not molested that year.” 


The neighborhood of Concord is rich in historic and 
literary memories. The way from the town green leads 
in one direction to the site of the battle that meant so 
much to American independence. A bridge, a restora- 
tion of the one of Revolutionary days, spans the Con- 
cord River here. It is no longer used as a public thor- 
oughfare, but merely as an approach to the statue of the 
Minute Man, considered by Concord people the master- 
piece of their fellow towneman, Daniel French. On the 
opposite side of the bridge stands a granite shaft mark- 
ing the position of the British advance. 

Another road from the public green leads en to the 
famous Wayside Inn, where Longfellow often met the 
men of the Concord schoo!. It is a typical New England 
road winding through brook-threaded woods, past stern- 
faced farmhouses, where the wayfarer might etep di- 
rectly from the highway into the grim front door, so 
close is it, through the village of Sudbury with its 
lonely railway station, and on to the Inn of Longfellow’'s 
poem. 

There— 

“Half effaced by rain and shine — 
The Red Horse prances on the sign.” 


He is a very faded red horse nowadays, but he is the 
same steed that welcomed Longfellow and his friends 
in 1863, and inside is the same wide fireplace with its 
two sturdy British soldiers as andirons, around whose 
“splendor of its ruddy glow” gathered that little coterie, 
the inspiration of “Tales of a Wayside Inn.” 


Until 189€ the Inn was the property of the Howe fam- 
ily, descendants of the founder. At that time it had 
falien into great neglect, its historic furnishings were 
being scattered and sold, and its only patron was the 
occasional much-enduring tourist.‘ During the reign of 
the bicycle it enjoyed a short period of renewed pros- 
perity, which, however, soon languished. It could not 
be feached by trolley, and was not readily accessible by 


deed, an auction of much of its furnishings was held, at 
which time one of the handsome desks of the parlor, a 
piece of furniture of many literary memories, was se- 
cured by a wealthy Western man whose presumption in 
taking his purchase from its historic surroundings is 
still resented by all of Massachusetts. 

But with the coming of the automobile, the landlord, 
Edward R. Lemon, who had taken over the property in 
1896, set about restoring it to its former dignified hospi- 
tality. So far has this restoration gone that today pea 
fowl and guinea hens strut on the lawn, as in the days 
of the poem, the old china and silver of the original 
days is spread on the table, and almost all of the old 
mehogany furniture has been replaced or carefully du- 
plicated. Only the lamented desk that went West is ab- 
sent. 

In the office over the bar hangs a handsome oil por- 
trait of L. H. Howe, the friend of Longfellow, and thé 
Landlord of the poem. : 

“And in the parlor full in view, 
His coat of arms, well framed and giazed.” 

It isa bit faded now, but the three wolves’ heads etand 
bravely out on the shield, and below, clear and plain, 

“The scroll reads, ‘By the name of Howe.’” 

On the window of the office, written in the glass with 
bold letters, is his name, L. H. Howe. } 

Writing on the windows seemed to have been some- 
thing of a habit with the patrons of the Wayside Inn, 
or Howe’s Tavern, as it was called before it attained 
fame, for in almost every room the windows bear an au- 
tograph of more or less renown. The most cherished of 
these autographs is that of Lafayette, in a room where 
he once spent a night, a visit that is one of the Inn's 
Wearest traditions. 

The Longfellow room, always occupied by the poet 
on his frequent visits, is practically complete in its resto- 
ration. The most interesting piece of furniture in this 
room is the huge Napoleon bed of solid mahogany, the

Indeed, so voluble is he that the evening visitor, 
should his host be in a convivial mood, is apt to find the 
Wayside Inn anything but : 

“A place of slumber and of dreams.” 

Should the evening be long and the entertainment 
ample, its crowning feature is sure to be a highly dra- 
matic rendition of “Paul Revere’s Ride,” loudly de- 
claimed from the secure depths of the hall settle, un’t!

“NO LOVE FOR PETS. 


PECULIAR CHARACTERISTIC OF THE BLACK 

RACES IN AFRICA NOTED BY A TRAVELER, 

{Chicago News:] At a recent meeting of the Royal 
Geographical Society, Alexander Whyte gave this ac- 
count of his experiences in the interior of Liberia: “For 
weeks and keeks I have traveled through districts where 
no white man has been seen before and naturally enough 
met with considerable difficulty in getting from tribe .o 
tribe. They are very jealous and envious of one another 
and their chief purpose when they get a white man 
among them is to keep him there, and the difficulty is to 
get from village to village. Their great object is to do 
away with all roads and everything in the shape of a 
road or a bridge. So that it is necessary to overcome 
that jealousy and to allow a freedom of passage from 
village to village. Although mosquitoes are not met 
with, there are clouds of midges, or gnats. But in one 
particular village down in the middle of the street, which 
was a greensward, there was a row of posts about fifteen 
feet high and on the top of each post there was a hood 
made of palm leaves and these hung down in a sort ot 
conical shape with an opening below, very much like 
a bee hive, and I saw thousands and thousands of little 
birds flying in and out of these little cages, and they 
were engaged the whole day long devouring the gnats. 
I knew the bird at once. It was the little tiny martin or 
swift, and they had almost cleared the village of these 


“If there is one feature connected with the black races 
in Africa more extraordinary than another it is that 
they have no affection for domestic animals as pets. 
Their idea of domesticated animals, such as pigeons, 
fowls, goats, sheep and all the rest, is very much the 
idea of what they call generally in the Bantu tongue 
‘yama’—something to eat. But they have no rea) af- 
fection whatever for pets. I thought I had made a great 
discovery and I was very proud of it, and I went up and 
down that village and made inquiries while our tents 
were being put up. I asked the headman, a very fine 
fellow: “What do these little birds live there for?’ ‘Oh,’ 
he said, ‘Master Junglie man put up these houses and 
dem little birds come and make plenty pickaninnies, 
which they eat.’ 

_ “However, I got hold of the chief and asked him about 
it, and he told me plainly and distinctly that they 
didn’t breed these birds for eating, but they were kept 
as a charm and looked upon as birds of good omen and 
that no one, not even a child, would be allowed to 
touch them. So that in this one particular at least 
the natives had evidently acquired a taste for keeping 
these swifts in a semidomesticated state.” : 


MUSICAL ELECTRIC LIGHTS. 

At a conversazione of electrical engineers at Colum- 
bia University a number of vacuum tube electric lamps 
were shown. The lamps consisted of glass tubes filled 
with mercury vapour, through which a current of elec- 
tricity was passed; and they were so arranged that they 
would burn directly on the ordinary 100-volt lighting 
mains which run through the streets. The light is 
said to be very steady and brilliant, and much in ad- 
vance of any other artificial light—as it may well be 
thought to be if the lamps can only be made cheap and 
convenient for ordinary use. At the Royal Society's 
last conversazione, Mr. Duddell’s musical electric lamps 
were both amusing and curious. By superimposing an 
alternating current on the ordinary street main current 
which lights arc lamps, the arcs can be made to give 
out a musical note of varying pitch. Mr. Duddell had 
arranged his lamps in an octave. One of the oddest 
things about his experiments when made at South Ken- 
sington was that they were found to affect other elec- 
tric lamps in the neighborhood. This opens up a pos- 
sibility that at some future Royal Society festivity a 
central operator might start a tune on the great arc 
lamps of all the great London railway stations.—[The 
Humanitarian. 3

AMONG IRISH PEASANTRY.

LT: was the desire for a glimpse of our “bosses” in their |

native environment, and to make a mental snap-shot | 

study of the ward politician and the servant girl, here | 
on the native bog and turf, from which so many of them 
have been “dumped” to ours—that prompted my Irish 
“tower.” 

County Wicklow is called the “Garden of Ireland,” and 
though, hailing as I do, from that Paradise of the West, 
land of the mountain and sea, and of perpetual summer, 
I am nothing loth to admit in all fairness that it is very 
beautiful; in spite, also, of the fact that the continua! 
presence of ‘falling water” dampens one’s ardor of admi- 
ration, and justifies the phrase “for the rain it raineth 
every day,” which must, I think, have originated in 
Erin's isle. 

But according to beneficent laws of the universe, there 
are indeed silver linings to these rain clouds, and were it 
not for them, “beautiful Ireland’ would not be nearly so 
beautiful. For the clowd effects are in@intely varied, 
casting their reflections on the harvested hills, to paiut 
them in every tint and shade of yellow, brown and green. 

Never have I seen such clouds—fieecy masses of cumu- 
lus, snowy-white in the center, melting to pale gray 
which deepens toward the edges into grayish blue, this 
again shading into darker blue that merges into the ul- 
tramarine of the sky. Forms the most diverse, with a 
weird likeness to fabled creatures of antiquity, dragons, 
mastodons, fairy palaces, ships, Greek galleys—foating 
in an ethereal ocean of biue. 

For when that fickle goddess, the sun, deigne to smile 
anon upon her worshippers, the face of the sad old coun- 
try lights up in recognition of her goodness and is fair 
almost passing the power of words. Mayhap the laws of 
contrast have something to do with it, and the fact that 
rarity ever enhances charm. But methinks the witch- 
ing spell lies mainly in the atmosphere, causing these ex- 
quisite effects of light and shade. 

Symphonies of color are the cultivated hills, fields of 
golden grain, rich green grass and brown harvested 
patches, all softened, mellowed and subdued in shadow 
or lighted into brilliancy’ oy that primal source of all 
energy, the sun. It steals into one’s inmost being, like- 
wise, with the same softening effect and gladsome thrills, 
compelling one to rhapsodize over the scenery of Wick- | 
low, even if not given to such excesses of 

If fortunate enough to view, that famed spot, “the Vale 
of Clara,” when basking in the genial if intermittent 
rays of that same orb of day, one may well doubt 
whether the realms of the blest hold any superior love- 
liness. The marvelously diversified landscape is equally 
superb, from whatever point one views it, with a silvery 
stream winding through its valley lands, in the depths of 
which nestle picturesque farmhouses and country homes. 
As one ascends to the hilltop in the late afternoon of a 
rarely perfect day in mideummer, it spreads out before 
one’s eyes in au enchanting panorama of water, wood, 


hillside, vale and mead, dell and glade—an abode of all; 


and more than earthly peace and quietness and tove. 

One is constantly reminded of bits from the English 
poets: “I knew by the smoke that so gracefully curled 
behind the green knoll, that a cottage was near, and I 
thought if there’s peace to be found in this world, the 
heart that is humble can hope for it here. And here in 
this little rude cot, I exclaimed, with a maiden attractive 
to heart and to eye, who would blush when I praised her 
and weep when | blamed, how dDlest could I live, and how 
calm could I die!” 

Off the main-traveled route one meets with many bits 
of scenery ideal in their beauty, and far superior to those 
others so fulsomely praised in the guidebooks, that 
would fulfill one’s Utopia to perfection, even though not 
of the above strictly masculine sort. Lough Dan is one 
of these places. This tiny lake lies like a glorious dia- 
mond in its setting of verdaut banks, and in its midst 
is an emerald isie of infinitesimal proportions. 

Treland has the reputation of possessing the dearest 
hotels in Europe, and to judge by my own experience 
thus far, they are the dirtiest as well. The highest- 
priced and swellest, charge, I am told, is about $6 a day, 
and as every item is separate here, this includes only the 
barest necessaries of the tourist’s existence. No station- 
ary wash stands, with hot running water, no bath tubs, 
no elevators, no French dinners, are thrown in. 

Here at Giendalough (accent on the second syllable) | 
found a typical Irish inn—a long, low, barn-like building 
' facing the lakes, as roughly built as one of our log cab- 
ins In the mountains, where the accommodations are of a 

sort of deserved the original phrase “cheap and nasty.” 
Its mistress is a Juno-like goddess of evidently pure Cel- 
tie extraction, tall and superbly moulded, with a rich, 
avburn-tinted crown of glory, and a complexion of freck- 
led cream. 

When I proffer a mild request, she fixes me with a 
stare from light-biue orbs (said to be the most insidi- 
ously wicked kind by physiognomists) and shoots out 
“Yes, Miss,” in a voice like a bass drum wedded to a fog- 
horn, and whose tones are enough to make one jump. It 
“makes one feel wary of arousing the stormy Celtic na- 
ture of this descendant of ancient Irish kings, and so one 
- @ubmits to the disgusting condition of one’s room and 
food without a kick of protest. 

When breakfast failed to materialize up to the hour of 
16, she would calmly announce that the maids, who slept 
at home, were doubtless still lying in their beds. Yet 
this is supposed to be the busiest season of the whole 
year at Glendalough! The service at this hotel is 
“thrown in,” which douotless accounts for the fact that 
I am obliged to rise ‘r ‘he middie of the night and re- 


make my bed. 


Despite the slatternly slovenly appearance of the 
“maids,” these Irish peasant women are a fine race pilys- 
ically. Long-limbed and deep-bosomed, with classical 


' contours, their breadth of shoulders and waist vuigarized 


by coarse clothing. one can still readily fancy them in 
trailing gowns, décolleté and jewels, queening it in the 
ballroom and salon There are at least two distinctly 
| different types, the Isoldas. such es my landlady of the 


| inn, and the blue-biack-haired and violet-eyed, whose 


glances have the piercing, soul-reading quality of the 
mystic. 

The picturesque, lime-washed cottages, with pure white 
or pale-tinted walls, over which clamber the morning 
glory or sweet pea, have little in common with one’s no- 
tions of the wretched cabins shared by the pig, in the 
poorer portions of Ireland. Tftere is usually a pot of 
geraniums on the window ledge, and the door stands 
hospitably open, showing the interior, with its row of 
shining crockery on the shelf, above the peat fire, always 
burning on the rude hearth. 

The miniature estates surrounding them consist of 
about a quarter-acre of potato patch and vegetable gar- 
den, with a tiny yard for the chickens and the pig, of 
course. But here in Wicklow the latter is taught to keep 
his place, and I have not yet seen him inside the cabin, 
whose earthen floor is kept as cleanly as many a Brus- 
sels carpet. 

It is doubtless the moist climate, along with the pref- 
erence for oxygen, instead of carbon di-oxide gas, as lung 
food, which gives to these children of Erin their skins 
like white and red marble. Perhaps the steady milk 
diet, too, has something to do with it. The children 
are pretty and healthy, curly-haired and apple-cheeked. 
Shabby and dirty as their clothing may be, their faces 
are clean, and they will answer your questions intelli- 
gently, with a shyness that is very winning. 

I cycled to the “Devil's Glen,” which is a goodly dis- 
tance from Glendalough, and when I had gone the requi- 
site number of Irish miles, thought I must have arrived 
at the entrance to these infernal regions. But I was de- 


was not clear. True, it was 
might appropriately apply at such a 
day, and so I stated to the keeper.

One good fellow offered a characteristically Irish solu- 
tion. Being asked the difference between it and an Eng- 
lish mile, he answered: “There ain’t any differ, onliss 
ye have a good many.” But a stalwart constable de- 
clared in contrast to this lenient estimate, that “if they 
tell you it’s two miles, you’d be going all day.” 

It is certainly the longest mile on record, as I was 
fully con ®nced on this occasion, and the road that led to 
destruction and the abode of the Evil One was a steep as 
well as a long one. The hill of Ballymacrow is a nearly 
perpendicular descent of at least one English mile, and I 
came near proving the peculiar fitness of its proximity to 
the regions of the unblest. 

The theginning of Ballymacrow, in common with its 
Biblical propotypes, is most gently insidious and decep- 
tive, but woe to the sinner-cyclist who is daring enough 
to attempt it and is not an expert at “jumping off,” for it 
takes a sudden dip just after making an acute-angled 
turn, in truly diabolical fashion. 

I learned later that an expert wheelman had been 
killed a few days before on the spot, and one, moreover, 
who was a resident and familiar with the locality. I 
saved myself by native caution, for I had not seen the 
rather inconspicuous sign post, preferred to risk the jump 
rather than to try to bike it down this terrific incline, a 
wise decision on my part, as it grows continually steeper, 
and there would have been no possibility of stopping un- 
til I should have alighted on my head, my wheel turning 


@ somersault on top of me. 


It certainly would be a bad cause to lose one’s life in, 
for the Devil's Glen proved to be a rather commonplace 
bit of woodland, with a few baby rocks and cascades in 
the streamlet piercing it, on Lord Somebody -or-Other’s 
domain.

TARK is an old Saxon word meaning brave, stout, 

strong, unyielding. Io French, stark is translated 

fort, vrai franc. Variations of the name are Starke, 
Starck, Starks, Starkie, Starkey, Starky, Starkman, 
Starceman, Starkeman. 

The family has been seated at Lancaster, England, 
and Killermont, Scotland, for several centuries. In 
Surrey, at the present time, the family flourishes. 
Mariana Starke; writer of plays, best remembered by 
her “Letters From Italy,” was born there in the eigh- 
teenth century. One of her contemporaries, James 
Starke, artist, was a Scotsman. He removed to London, 
where he lived at Mornington Place, Hampstead Road. 
Some of his pictures may bé seen at the National Gal- 
lery. His eon, Arthur, was also a painter. Another 
Scotsman of the name was Adam, an antiquary of note. 
A noted English physician was William, who left many 
valuable books which he had written. The family has 
been prominent from early days in the professions, par- 
ticularly in that of medicine. 

The Starks were attracted to Virginia in the early 
days of the Old Dominion. There the name is invari-

ably spelled with the final “e”—Stearke. In the “Acts 
of the Assembly of Virginia” we find it recorded that 
John Starke, of Richmond county, married Anne Wyatt, 
‘Ye 25 May, 1735. Rebecca, daughter of Dr. Richard 
Starke, of York county, Virginia, married Dr. John Ra- 
venscroft. It must not be forgotten that Jeremiah 
Starke, of Virginia, gave five sons to the Revolution. 


where the family helped to build up the State. The 
famous general, however, was Stark—plain “John, 
Stark,” hero. He was born at Londonderry, N. H. We 
all that he was plowing in the field when the 
news “ae the battle of Lexington came, and that, leaving 
his plow in the furrow, he went at once to Cambridge. 
It was at Bennington that he inspired the men under 
him by the speech which has become historic: “There 
are the redcoats; we must beat them today or tonight 
Molly Stark is a widow.” It was for gallant conduct at 
| Benaington that he was commissioned major-general. 
_As captain of rangers he had taken part in the attack 
on Ticonderoga, 1758. While still a youth, he had been 


| captured by the Indians, who kept him prisoner for 


| come weeks, or until the payment of a ransom. His 
splendid courage and audacity so appealed to them that 
they adopted him inte the tribe. 


Starks wes a common orthography in New Hampshire, 


John Stark, of Lynne, N. H., cousin of the major-gen- 
eral, saw service through the Revolution. He was the 
son of a Pilgrim father, John, born in Glasgow, 1719, 
whose wife was Elizabeth Nichols. Benjamin of the 
New London family, was commander of the private ves- 
sel Eliza, in the Revolution. He was son of William, 
who married Ann Appleton, great-granddaughter of 
Ruth Brewster, granddaughter of Elder William Brew- 
ster, of the Mayflower. Among other family connections 
may be mentioned the Mathers, Hydes, Walworths and 
Fords. 

A town in New Hampshire, now Dumbarton, was orig- 
inally named for Archibald Stark. He was the first ap- 
plicant for a grant of land, and a large proprietor. He 
was born in Glasgow, 1697, and cducated at the univer- 
sity. His education fitted him for professional life, yet 
we find him a volunteer for protection of the frontier 
against the ravages of the Indians in 1745. A fort was 
named for him in compliment to his enterprise in erect- 
ing and garrisoning it. 

Of his son, Col. William, it is recorded that he was a 
fair penman and a prompt man of business. All town 
meetings were held at his house. Of undaunted cour- 
age, he was distinguished as captain of rangers on the 
frontier, being with Amherst at the capture of Louis- 
burgh, and he fought under the victorious banner of 
Wolfe, on the Heights of Abraham. When the cannon- 
ading of June 17, 1775, was heard at Dumbarton, seventy 


miles away, William, like the good soldier that he was, 
mounted his horse and rode away with all speed toward 


the scene of action, but he did not reach the American 
camp until after the battle. He applied for a commis- 
sion, to which his military experience and previous ser- 
vices entitled him, but it was given to another. Indig- 
nant at this injustice and neglect, he joined forces with 
the British. His son John, however, was true to the 
cause, and served in the Continental army for a short 
time, or until his death, in 1776. In the second war with 
Great Britain, we find Capt. Jonathan, of Conway, N. H., 
also Benjamin, of New London. He was master of a 
vessel in conflict with the British fleet in the Roadstead 
of Tayal. Among those who saw service in colonial 
wars was Aaron, of Connecticut, who received a grant 
of land in Groton. His son William, born 1664, in Mys- 
tic, was the first deacon of the first Baptist society in 
the State—that of New London. He also had his war as 
well as his peace record—for he was sergeant. 

The nomenclature of the family makes an interesting 
study—Prudence, Tabitha, Sukey, Silence, Rose, Tomat, 
Mehethien, Zurviah and Sydnie Brown Button. The last 
named rather caps the climax. | 

The arms reproduced is azure, a chevron between three 
lions’ heads, erased, or crest, out of a ducal coronet, or, 
a stag’s head guardant gules, armed of the first.

Cures for Roup. i 
The following is from R. M. of Lamanda Park: 


I have been told in the course of my wanderings 
among the chicken folk that there are now and then 
heartlessly selfish people who, at the first suspicion of

roup, sell their stock to larger dealers as “killing stock.” 
They previously conceal all manifestation of the disease 
from strangers so that it is impossible for buyers to 
discover that roup has been in the flocks, As a pre- 
ventive measure wouldn't it be well for the buyer to 
locate and bargain for the “killing stock” one week in 
advance of taking it away, going occasionally to look 
it over, and take account, so as to satisfy himself that 
there is no exchange or other interference? As long 
as there are unprincipled persons in our world in other 
business channels, so long shall we find them in the 
poultry business. 

As to the “cure for roup,” some good authorities say: 
“Never bother with a sick fowl. Better kill it at once. 
The more that develop disease the greater danger to all.” 
Others again say that with treatment they can save 80 
per cent. Concerning medicines I will say that with 
patent chicken remedies as with patent human remedies, 
there is waste, danger and protracted difficulties. Why 
not know what you are buying? Why not know what 
you are pourizg down a chicken’s throat? To be sure, 
some famous poultry dealers and raisers recommend 
certain patent medicines. There is money in it! Some 
who recommend them are sincere and honest from re- 
sults in their own experience. For roup, as I positively 
know, and as I judge from the experience of those 
using “it, nothing is equal to the sulphide of calcium 
bought of any druggist. It is not expensive, purchased 
by the half-pound or pound. Take as much as will stay 
on the point of an ordinary pocketknife, or what you 
take to be the equal of a white navy bean, dry powder. 
Open the victim’s mouth and pour the powder from a 
little paper funnel down the throat. Hoh the beak 
shut a few seconds. Then give a few drops of water so 
it will be impossible for the fowl to blow the powder 
out. Repeat this four times a day until) cured. I believe 
this to be the mainstay in some of the patent medi- 
cines sold at high figures. Powder is better than pills. 
It gets into the throat, and if some of it lodges around 
the face and eyes, no matter. Wash the heads with 
borax water. The “purple liquid medicine’ is doubt- 
less permanganate of potash in expensive combination 
with water. Buy this medicine straight! Diesolve it 
in a bottle to a good dark purple. Give a teaspoonful 
three times daily with plenty of water going down the 
throat afterward. Permanganate must not be too strong. 
It is all right to make the drinking water of all the 
fowls pink with the permanganate when roup is prev- 
alent. As to the reasonable safety of the two remedies 
let me say that many of our best physicians declare that 
sulphide of calcium alone administered at the start is a 
positive cure for diphtheria and tonsilitis. It acts on 
the same principle with swelled head or roup in 
chickens. As to permanganate of potash it is the anti-

The poor things stand around and 
stretch their necks in a vain attempt to dislodge the 
deadly offenders. _ As to treatment I will quote from 
the Farmers’ Bulletin, No. 84, of the United States Ex- 
periment Station. And let me eay that these experi- 
ment station advices are reliable, made and giv

without charge to the public individually or collectively. 
It is government work: 

“This common and destructive disease of the chickens 
is due to worms which obstruct the passage of air to 
and from the lungs, and thus occasion the characteristic 
gasping movements of the suffering chicks. It was 
found that the commonly recommended practice of in- 
troducing into the trachea a partly stripped feather, or 
a blue-grass top, and by a twisting motion dislodging 
and removing the worms does not seem to be practicable 
for very young chicks. The trachca is small and so 
easily injured that it is impossible to dislodge and re- 
move all of the worms by such means. 3 

“Chicks generally recover without treatment when 
they are attacked after they are half-grown, and hence 
fowls that might from their size be treated successfully 
with a feather do not require treatment of any sort. It 
is the very young chicks that suffer most, and the only 
remedial treatment in their case that seems to be suc- 
cessful is rubbing the neck from time to time with lard 
or vaseline, thoroughly mixed with a little turpentine 
(three parts of the lard or vaseline to one part of tur- 
pentine.) 

“This treatment should begin before the disease makes 
its appearance, It will not help a chick in the last stages 
of the disease. Pure turpentine will very quickly kill 
a chick when rubbed on the neck over the trachea. 

“A French scientist (Megnin) asserts that the use of 
pounded garlic with the usual food (one garlic bulb to 
ten birds daily) supplemented by special care in the use 
of only pure water, which is changed several times a 


day, has been found to completely eradicate gapes from 
ts. 
“Experiments by the Kentucky station show that 


chickens contract the disease when allowed to run on 
soil which has become infested with the gapeworm or 
when fed earthworms, and that keeping chicks on a 
plank floor for several weeks after they hatch will pre- 


vent the gapes. It is probable that the same result 


would be obtained by simply elevating an earthen floor 
above the surrounding level, so that it would not ob- 
tain moisture. It must be remembered, though, that 
after that disease is established In a brood it will be 
conveyed from one to another through the medium of 
food and drink, and in such case a plank floor would not 
save it. In case the disease would be introduced by 
chicks which had contracted it elsewhere the proper 
treatment would be to isolate affected individuals as 
soon as discovered and medicate the drinking water 
of the rest.”

An Independent Physician. 
F XTRACTS have frequently been published in this 


department from “A Stuffed Club,” edited by Dr. 

J. H. Tilden, of Denver. The editor has a great 
admiration for this man, as must all independent think- 
ers who have read his writings. The editor has not yet 
had the pleasure of meeting Dr. Tilden, personally, but 
hopes to do so, some day, before long. 

Dr. Tilden is an old and experienced graduate and 
practitioner of the “regular” school of medicine. How- 
ever, he long ago—like many other independent think- 
ers—learnéd to see the fallacy of the drug superstition, 
and tm appreciate the fact that “nature cures, not the 
physician.” He uses no drugs in his practice, but de- 

ds upon a common sense hygienic treatment, with 
Docial regard to a sensible dietary. Such being the 
case, he has, of course, brought down upon himself the 
enmity of the hide-bound allopathic practitioners. He 
has had an uphill road to travel, but he is one of those 
sterling members of the family of nature’s noblemen to 
whom difficulties are only made to be surmounted—and 
enjoyed. He is as independent as the traditional “hog 
on ice.” If a patient does not follow his instrugtions, ina 
regard to mode of life, he washes his hands of him. In 
this way, of course. he loses many patients—but he 
maintains his self-respect. Hie little monthly maga- 
zine, which is widely circulated—it is for sale at the 
book stands in Los Angeles—would bring him a good 
revenue in advertising, but he refuses absolutely to ac- 
cept any advertisements that he does not thoroughly ap- 
prove of, eo his advertising patronage is practically 
nothing. 

Dr. R. D. Emery (osteopath), of Los Angeles, recently 
visited Denver to attend the State Osteopathic conven- 
tion, and there met Dr. Tilden. At the request of the 
editor, he has furnished, for readers of The Times— 
many of whom are readers of Dr. Tilden’s maguazine— 
the following sketch of the Denver physician. Dr. Em- 
ery mentions, as showing the little faith Tilden has in 
drugs and the old-line therapeutics, that he took his son 
out of the medical department of the University of 
Denver, and sent him to an osteopathic college. Dr. 
Emery’s sketch follows: 


“Some men are willing to drift along with the stream, | 
active in a sense, for they are on the alert to avoid rocks | 


and shoals along the course, contact with which would 
grate upon and irritate them—for they wish simply the 
easy existence of floating in smooth water in mid-stream, 
free from all influences except those which act to pro- 
mote and further their easy comfort and happiness. 


- Other men are interested in studying the shoals and 


rocks to ascertain what lies hi@den there, and in labor- 
ing to ove obstructions from the stream no matter 
how formidable these obstructions may appear. These 
latter men have ideals difficult of attainment. They 
know what the difficulties are in working for the reali- 
zation of these ideals, but the more insurmountable the 
obstacles the more eager men of this type are to enter 
upon the task of working—battling if necessary—to fur- 
ther their purpose. These men may be in the right or, 
according to the world’s standards, may be in the wrong, 
but right or wrong they surely accomplish results. 
“When a man undertakes the task of giving the people 
a rafional conception of medicine and hygiene he en- 
ters upon one of the greatest tasks of this age or any 
other age. He must battle intelligently and he knows 
it. He must first know exactly what he has, in the way 
of knowledge, to impart to others, and next he must 
know how to reach people in a convincing way so that 
confusion will not result in the minds of his hearers 
and readers as a result of the large amount of contra- 
dictory material in regard to health topics which is be- 
ing constantly forced upon us from all sides by the medi- 
cal thinkers with this, that and the other theory. In 
order to assume the position of teacher under such cir- 


cumstances a man must have secured and retained a 


large store of biological knowledge, relating to life in 
all of its phases—reproduction, growth, development and 
evolution, and decay and disintegration.

They would feel they were neglected (sick people 
always feel they are neglected unless they are well 
drugged, the imbeciles!), and they would irritate them- 
selves until they got really sick; but nature invariably 
came to the rescue and all the persons in the third class 
got well. There was a little mortality among those who 
received bread. pills and colored water, and the mor- 
tality was greatest among those who were carefully

ence to Prof. O. Rosenbach’'s interesting book, “Physi- 
clan Versus Bacteriologist,” reviewed in this column 
last week. 

In his preface to the work Dr. Rosenbach says: 

“The advent of fear of infection has transformed the 
love for the patient into fear of the patient, as in the 
days when disease was loooked upon as the working of 
mysterious demons, and the patient as an enemy of di- 
| vinity and of man. If we seek for the exclusive cause 
of disease and pest in a so-called source of infection, in- 
stead of in general and individual effective conditions— 
among which microbe activity plays a comparatively un- 
important part—we. shall most naturally arrive at a 
complete misjudgment of the significance and manifold- 
ness of causes of disease, of the nature of epidemics, 
and of the part played by social and hygienic factors. 
Hygiene, the science of prevention of disturbances «wf 
function, then resolves itself into a manipulation of dis- 
infectants. But if the patient, as the tangible focus of 
infection, is in reality the only cause for infectious dis- 
eases, which I deny, the question arises: Is fear of the 
patient and the logically deducted necessity of ever ex- 
cluding from intercourse with mankind more and more 
patients as sources of contagion at all humane’? Quite 
apart from the fact, according to my experience, that as- 
sociation with the sick, and especially with mild cases, 
promotes protection against infection, should we not 
consider the consequences which must naturally follow 
upon openly-avowed fear in times of epidemics, and the 
responsibility which is placed upon those who dissemi- 
nate as scientific the opinion that a sick individual is 
able to spread an epidemic, and that the physician or 
sanitary officer who has. neglected certain re- 


quirements (hatched out by Utopian theorists, 
but impossible of fulfillment in practice.) re- 
lating to the diagnosis of the so-called first 


case, or regarding prohibitive measures, lays bare 
a city or éven an entire country to a disease, like a 
traitor who knowingly opens the gate of a fortress to the 
enemy? Is it at all conceivable, furthermore, that self- 
sacrificing, courageous physicians can still be educated 
when infectious patients are made accessible to the em- 
bryo physician only through glass windows or steel 
bars, like wild beasts? What is left of the safety vouch- 
safed by much-lauded vaccination, if even vaccinated 
students are not allowed to come in contact with small- 
pox patients? How little was wanting at one time and. 
compulsory fnoculation of the tuberculous or for diag- 
nostic purposes would have been introduced by law!” 

Dr. Rosenbach says, further: 

“To make the ecientific postulate of absolute freedom 
from infectious germs available in the field of practical 
medicine Is altogether an idle dream. ; 


“The dogma of the efficacy of purely ahuiein disinfec- 
tion being such absolute protection as to render superfiu- 


' ous any regard for the patient, or the healing powers of © 


nature, has been provocative of more mischief than the 
_adherents of absolute protection by means of toxic anti- 
/septics will ever care to acknowledge. The 
means and methods which we have adopted against epi- 
demics—naturally those measures are the most effective 
which were employed last—appear to be helpful simply 
because the epidemic happens to become spontaneously 
extinct. Bacteria are harmful in those locali- 
ties only in which the vital activity of the mucous mem- 
brane, owing to some alteration of the functional condi- 
tions, has been from the onset permanently and severely 
damaged in such a manner as to abolish the normal 
power of resistance to the parasites.” 

Dr. Rosenbach strenuously denies that the much-

foreign bodies, the demonstration of tubercule bacilli 
neither proves that absolute processes of destruction are 
present in the lungs, nor that the process is incurable 
and hence must be progressive.” 

) The author declares that in pursuit of bacteriological 
knowledge in the laboratory “the object—the diseased 
-organism—has been lost sight of over the method.” The 
patient was a “beautiful case” and his lesser and greater 
sufferings had become insignificant against the great 
satisfaction of the possibility of an “exact” diagnosis.

examination of the present day? The number of those 
that have succumbed to cholera nostras (in those dis- 
tricts allegedly not affected by the epidemic)’ has grown 
enormously; the disease which heretofore had been 
looked upon as absolutely harmiess for the healthy adult 
now ranges among those that present the most unfavor- 
able prognosis, whereas, on the other hand, many pa- 
tients suffering from Asiatic cholera recover, and not a 
few cases that are distinguished by their wealth o! 
comma bacilli, run a milder course than the mildest 
cases of summer diarrhea.” 

“Writing further on the cholera question he says: 

“I beHeve above all, that the demands made by mod- 
ern hygiene in so-called contagious diseases more than 
grossly neglect the virtues of neighborly love and hu- 
manity, and exact and accomsplish encroachments upon 
personal liberty such as cannot be improved upon for 
malignity.” 

He shows the absurdity of strict quarantine, if only 
for one reason, namely, because a healthy individual 
may carry the germ in himself or upon himself. As he 
Says: “If the bacteria are the cause, then quarantine 
should te strictly enforced in the healthy and in the 
sick, in such manner as is practiced only in the Oriert, 
and in transmarine porte.” Here are some further ex- 
tracts: 

“If a fire which breaks out in a village, with thatched 
roofs, remains confined to the original center, because 
the roofs are still wet from a previous rain, no one wil! 
claim the merit of having saved the roofs that were 
spared in that he extinguished all the sparks which were 
flying around; for everyone knows that wet roofs will 
nevertakefire. .. . Ititsmy conviction, further, that 
a direct infection from one human being to another, espe- 
cially in non-infected localities, never occurs, and Mie 
danger of infection in infected localities is more or less 
subject to the external influences which are the cause 
of the disease.” 

Again, he strenuously denies that cholera is an infec- 
tious disease: 

“] Wish to recommend still another remedy which, un- 
fortunately, however, cannot be prescribed from an 
apothecary—namely, the conviction that cholera is not 
an infectious disease, and that the patient does not en- 
danger his surroundings, or, in other words, that no 
more danger exists in a locality in which an epidemic 
is present, in the neighborhood of the patient, than in 
any other locality. ... But until this view is gen- 
erally acknowledged, fear of bacilli will cause many a 
heart to beat in trepidation which kept ite tranquillity in 
the presence of hostile bullets, many a malodorous sac- 
rifice of carbolic acid and calcium chlortde will be 
offered to the idol of baciilary infection in superstitious 
veneration, and fumigation will take place where, ac- 
cording to our superstition, we assume the seat of the 
idols to be. . . . Let the watchword be: ‘No fear 
(hence, no disinfection), but the creation of favorable 
conditions of life and nutrition.” 

The author declares that “the hope of warding off a 
pestilence Sy the hand of man is at this time in reality 
nothing else but the result of an ancient-belief in mir- 
acles.” He says further: 

“Tf, for instance, cholera is not an infectious disease, 
as I believe, it follows that the belief in infection, the 
worst consequence of which is the fear of infection, is 
one of the most harmful elements, since fear under- 
mines the resisting power of the organism, which should 
be doubly fortified by just these changed conditions of 
life which constitute the true cause of the disease—pre- 
disposition to affection. A defense against an 
epidemic is at present impossible according to my opin- 
fon; merely a relative protection is possible in a certain 
sense, by general hygienic measures, prepared 
in advance, and these do not consist in the practice of 
antisepsis and in the search for bacilli, but im the fact 
that the level of the conditions of life is considerably 
raised, dwelling places and food are improved, energy 
and courage are stimulated, etc.”

“Physicians consider the case one of the strangest on 
record.” 

Not at all strange. Such cases are reported in the 


papers almost weekly, and for every one so 

how many do you suppose there are of which we never 
hear because they are not discovered before ‘burial? 
Yet, many physicians have the effrontery to maintain 
that the burial of a person alive seldom or never takes 
place.

“I hope your work will arouse interest in the subject 
of premature burials. Physicians seem apathetic, when 
they should be leaders in the work of reform and edy- 
cation, h you, almost single-handed, are doing. 
One, an excellent -‘man and doctor, 
discussing the topic, thought the burial of a live person 
was of such very rare occurrence that more weight was 
given to it by newspavers and non-medical people than 
was merited, saying: ‘Not more than one in ten thou- 
sand is buried alive.” ‘But, doctor, you would not want 
to be that one,” I replied. 


“T enclose a ‘sure’ sign of death. Do you know any- 
thing of it? 

“In line with your efforts to educate and awaken 
thonght on this important subject would be the estab- 
lishment of “‘Esperanzas’—Casas de Espera—or houses 
known by any other cheerful name—anything but 
morgue—where the body could rest till nature gave the 
signal that life is gone. If Rockefeller, Carnegie, or 
some other or others with ability to do it, would en- 
dow such a house in San Diego, or Los Angeles! To 


these cities come hundreds and thousands of invalids, 


who are domiciled in hotels and lodging-houses, to whom 
such houses would be a veritable ‘Godsend.’ As it Is, 
as soon as the breath has ceased, almost ere the body 
is cold, it must be removed from hotel or lodgings to the 
undertaker’s. From here, again, it is hurried to the 
cemetery, as few can afford to do otherwise, and ease 
their troubled minds with the doctor’s death certificate. 
If such houses were founded here, as works of mercy 
and benefit to the living and so-called dead, they would 
soon he found in every city.”

Adolph Just, in his book “Return to Nature,” advises 
the burial of bodies without coffins. He says: “They 
would then recombine with the earth in the simplest and 
quickest manner, without the products of decay, offen- 
sive gases and the like, and by the above mode of burial 
the reawakening of the apparently dead would be 
avoided. The burial could take place with all the for- 
mer solemnity. The coffin could be contrived so that 
it could be easily taken apart, and removed, after being 


lowered into the grave, and the body given thus directly | 


to the earth.” Meantime, until some better method is 
discovered, no body should be consigned to the grave 
until signs of decomposition set in. The practice, in 
America, of rushing bodies off to the grave almost be- 
fore they are cold, ts not only dangerous, but indecent 
in the extreme. 


World’s Biggest Sanatorium. 


GREAT fraternal sanatorium has been established 
Aa Las Vegas—not the Las Vegas in Nevada, of which 
we have been hearing so much of late, but Las Vegas in 
New Mexico. The Santa Fé company has given the 
Montezuma Hotel and grounds, valued at $1,000,000, 
and the hot springs afe a part of the gift. It is 
said that every member of a fraternal organization in 
the United States will pay 1 cent a month toward the 
support of the sanatorium, and that there will be 8,000,- 
000 contributors. This means a princely income of 
nearly a million dollars a year. 


Once more, the editor would ask how it is we can't 
have in this ideal climate of Southern California, a diz 
sanatorium, like that of the Adventists at Battle Creek, 
in Michigan, conducted in the same sensible scientific 
manner? The several small] institutions of this order in 
Southern California are well patronized, and there is 
scarcely any doubt that such a big institution would 
soon be filled with health seekers from all over the 
world. Here is the place to practice the open-air life. 

Also, let us hope that a sensible system of dietetic and 
other hygienic treatment will be adopted in this the 
world’s biggest sanatorium, otherwise only modified re- 
sults in the way of cures can be expected. So far as the 
editor is aware, there is not in California a so-called 
health resort in which any attempt is made to regulate 
the diet of the patients except those institutions run un- 
der the Battle Creek plan by the Seventh Day Adventist« 
The editor does not regard their veretarian dietary as 
perfect, by any means, but it is assuredly a big improve- 
ment over the ctrl ge plan followed in other 
sanatoria.

OVER THE SEAS. 


A Leader in Diplomacy. 

A man henceforth to be counted as 
among the world’s greatest masters of 
etatecraft is the British Foreign Sec- 
retary, Lord Lansdowne. The newspa- 
pers up to the present have said littie 
about him; his portrait is unfamiliar; 
he has pursued a course of modesty 
that amounts almost to self-efface- 
ment. But none the less is a perma- 
nent seal now set upon his fame. Bis- 
marck, the man ‘of blood and iron, 
never in the | of his fullest power 
effected a atroke of dipicenacy that 
could eompare with the new Angio- 
Japanese treaty for momentous and 
far-reaching international effects. It 
has to be remembered, too, that the 
first treaty with Japan was also ‘the 
handiwork of Lansdowne, although no 
doubt it was his chief, Lord, Salis- 
bury, who inspired the principle of the 
alliance. 


The First March Stolen. 


This first treaty not only prepared 
the way for the much more important 
one that now supersedes it; but it 
Stands on record as perhaps the bold- 
est diphomatic stroke in British history. 
The work was done with such skillful 
secrecy that it came as a complete 
surprise for the world to dearn that 
Great Britain, which had aiways been 
boasting of her freedom from entan- 
giing alliances, had at last entered into 
such an alliance, and this not with a 
European power, but with an Asiatic 
nation, at that time deemed to be only 
of secondary importance. Both in Rus- 
sia and in Germany there was hazy 
realization that a golden opportunitr 
had been lost—that England had been 
allowed to steal a march, and had 
gained something which perha they 
themselves might have gained. But 
not until the Russo-Japanese War was 
well advanced was there anything like 
due appreciation of Japan’s naval and 
military strength and, therefore, any 
adequate conception of what the ad- 
Vantage to England really meant. Only 
mow, indeed, is the understanding full 
and ciear, after the new treaty makes 
Great Britain and Japan virtually dic- 
tators in Asia unless some other power 
or some combination of powers, taking 
courage in both hands, should boldly 
essay the task of breaking up the for- 
midabile combination. 

A Shattered Reputation. 

Tn point of fact, a certain episode ir 
Lansdowne’'s career made him the very 
man for such a work of dipicenatic 
strategy. During the Boer conflict he 
had been Secretary for War, and the 
close of that disastrous, if finally vic- 
torlous, a left him with a ruined 
reputation, e was popularly con- 
demned ae almost criminally incompe- 
tent. The man in the street, the whole 
press, irrespective of party, clamored 
for his political head. It was to satisfy 
this popular demand that Lord Salis- 
bury hed to reconstruct his cabinet. 
But, instead of kicking Lansdowne out 
of the ministry, Sallebury handed over 
to him one of his own portfolios—that 
of foreign affaires. The discredited 
minister thus in actual fact became 
second in importance only to the Prime 
Minister hicnself. But it was for War 

reform the people were shouting, 
and the turning out of Lansdowne 
from this perticular post for the time 
being satisfied the cry. In most ouar- 
ters Salisbury was accused of having 
been absurdiy loyal to an inecompeten? 
colleague, but there the matter, was 
allowed to end. 
European Statesmen Napping. 
Everyone in England has long since 
ized that Salisbury, who was & 
@reat reader of men, only acted justly 
to Lansdowne. The War . Office mis- 
management had the latter's mis- 
fortune, not his fault. He had inher- 
ited a rotten system, and had his name 


imssociated with it just when its rotten- 


| nese was brought to light. This Salis- 
bury knew, and in that calm fairness 
of mind that was one of mnost re- 
markable attributes, also with clear 
conviction of Lansdowne’s ability, he 
resolved to give his colleague another 
chance. Hence the transfer of the 
portfolio of foreign affairs. This office 
Lord Lansdowne assumied, discredited 
hoth at home and abroad. But for 
the new work he had to perform, his 
poor reputation proved really a biless- 
ing in disguise. It put continental 
statesmen off their guard. They ex- 
pected nothing of such a man, no 
initiative, merely indolent work along 
the old lines of English isolation. But 
they woke up one morning to find the 
Angio-Japanese treaty an accomplished 
fact. And, although Russia did not 
realize it then. that waa the firs! note 
sounded for her downfall in Manchur‘a. 


Friendship With France. 
But Lansdowne’s career at the For- 


| eign Office had had other notable 
achievements besides ihe treaties with. 


Japan. Only less important is the An- 
gio-French rapprochement, a task that 
might have well seemed impossible to 


of the world—in Egypt, Tunis, Morocco, 
the west coast of Africa, Newfound- 
land, Siam, and Madagascar. 
acnazing achievement, formally .em- 
bodied in an international agreement 
eighteen months ago, put an end to an 
enmity between two nations that had 
endured for centuries, and paved the 
wey for the present entente cordiaie 
between France and England that Is 
proving such a formidable check to 
German domination of the continent of 
Europe. 

Checkmate to Germany. 

_ ‘Thus have the threads of diplomacy 
been #0 skillfully handled by Lord 
Lansdowne that Germany, the almost 
openly avowed enemy of Great Britain, 
finds herself thwarted in every direc- 
tion. The latest cablegrams show that 
Germany is now jeoking to a combina- 
tion with Russia as the only means 
ef opposing what the German press 
terms “England’s menace tothe 
world.” But will Russia sever herself 
from France, as she would do by such 
an alliance? For France to nrate with 
Germany, so as to make a French, Ger- 
man and Russian alliance, is almost 
inconceivable. Not only has. the Al- 
eace-Lorraine question to be consid- 
ered, but euch a combination could be 
only in open hostility to Great Britain 
and Japan, and would, therefore. place 
in imminent jeopardy the great French 
possessions in Indo-China, The sole 
aim of France is ce, and the road 
of peace for her, clearly lies in friend- 
ship with England and her eastern 
ally, even though it may mean a part- 
ing of the ways as regards Russia. 
But it is by no means certain that Rue- 
tia will show any eagerness at the 
present moment to join In alliance with 
Germany. In Europe and nearer Asia 
the Interests of the two powers are at 
sharp variance. Therefore Russia 
may be prompted by her own eself-in- 
terest to hold to France, @ policy that 
enight mean, eventually, a complete and 
friendly understanding with England 
and Japan. 


Naval Preponderance. 

Whatever be the ultimate plans, or 
hopes, there will be no open querrel 
now or in the immediate future.

individualism_and Railways. 

An Italian railway expert has been 
commenting on “the force of individ- 
uality” as the great factor that has 
built up our vast system of American 
railroads. This most undoubtedly 
touches the vital spot in the whole ar- 
gument. Had there been collectivism 
as opposed to individual energy and 
enterprise, had there been any govern- 
ment monopoly in construction, where 
would the United States be today as 
regards her railroads? Would we have 
our 200,000 miles of lines in operation? 
“Not on your life,’ as the man on the 
street would forcibly express it. And 
this is the view that every unpreju- 
diced and intelligent observer, both at 
home and from abroad, must take. 

The arguments that apply to con- 
struction apply equally to operation. 
Railway construction is never going 
to cease here; new lines simply open 
up the need for more new lines. There- 
fore intelligent construction is an es- 
sential part of successful railroad ad- 
ministration. The two cannot be dis- 
severed. Government restrictions of 
any kind would be fatal to continued 

terprise. 

ut although this argument knocks 
the wind out of the Socialist faddists 
clamoring for the government purchase 
and operation of railways, it by no 
means opposes the right of the people 
to insist on the absolutely just and 
fair administration of such public 
utilities. To stop the abuse of power is 
one thing; to interfere with its legit- 
imate use is quite another thing. Indli- 
vidual enterprise is necessary. but, 
because individual enterprise may have 
a tendency to overreach, the whole 
thing is not to be choked off on that 
account alone. As _ well kill a horse 
because it is liable some day to run 
away if left unreined. 


Traffic from Coal Fields. 


Why do railroads so strenuously 
compete among themselves for a foot- 
ing on the coal Gelds? Why should 
they not rather rush to the agricul- 
tural regions, where there are suc- 
cessive annual crops without any ex- 
haustion of Nature's storehouse ol 
supplies? A few cold figures supply the 
answers to these questions. In coal re- 
gions the average amount of coal to 
an acre is over 5000 tons—much greater, 
indeed, where the veins are large or 
where there are several veins at suc- 
cessive depths. Now contrast this 
with the freight created on agricul- 
tural lands. An acre under cotton, 
corn, or wheat, will yleld each year 
about 600 pounds of freight, or one- 
quarter of a ton. On this basis it 
would take the acre of farming land 
some 20,000 years to make the tame 
return to the railroads as the acre o/ 
coal land. Hence the tremendous strug- 
gie to get a position of predominance 
in the mineral districts. Of course, 
there are qualifying circumstances; 
the agricultural community develops 
a vast amount of mixed tr . But the 
above set forth 


It has been calculated by a French 
expert, with practical knowledge both 
of the East Indies and of South Amer- 
ica, that plantation rubber grown in 
the Malay Peninsula or the Island cf 
Ceylon costs the planter 18 cents a 
pound laid down in the European or 
Am market, while the wild prod- 
uct of the Amazon costs at least 45 
cents, owing to the remoteness and 
unhealthfulness of the forests, scarcity 
and inefficiency of labor, lack of trans- 
portation facilities to get in supplies 
and to get out the rubber, and the 
heavy ex duty on the article when 
it is at t brought to the coast.

Disgraceful Methods of the 
Ruef-Schmitz Outfit. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 29—Crimi- 
nal prosecutions were instituted today 
ras the result of the outrageous prac- 
tices of the Ruef-Schmitz Union Labor 
administration gangsters in their at- 
tempt to stuff the Great Register with 
names of persons having no right to 
vote fin this city. 

Warrants charging Paul McCarthy, 
son of Secretary J. W. McCarthy of the 
Fire Commission; Harry Gilbert, a 
negro barber, and Edward Walsh with 
criminal practice in registration mat- 
ters, were issued today and will be 
served at once. McCarthy is deputy in 
the registration office and has been 
particularly bold and insolent in carry- 
ing out the orders of Ruef and the other 
gung chiefs above him in the adminis- 
tration. 

Gilbert is said to have been t 
in false registration, while Walsh oes 
caught registering from Folsom and 
Twenty-fourth streets, this city, while 
he admitted that he was a registered 
voter of San Mateo county. 

In the case of Walsh, Frank A. 
Maestretti of the Board of Public 
Works looms up conspicuously, and it 
is not at al] certain that Maestretti will 
not again have to face a jury of his 
peers.

OBNOXIOUS TRUST DENOUNCED 
BY CHARLES W. POST. 


Exposes ite Lawless Methods and 
Urges Upon the Manufacturers’ As- 
sociation the Necessity of Organiz- 
ing Citizens’ Associations to Main- 
tain Personal Liberty. 


The “closed shop,” industrial des- 
potism and its remedy, formed the 
subject of an address by C. W. Post, 
president of the National Citizens’ 
Industrial Association last night before 
the first fall meeting of the Manufac- 
turers’ Association of New York, says 
a report in the New York Commercial. 
Effective organization by citizens 
generally, will, in the opinion of Mr. 
Post, put an end to the illegitimate 
domination of capital by labor unions. 
The speaker described the work of the 
Citizens’. Industrial Association, and 
strongly urged upon his hearers the 
advisability of quickly organizing 
local citizens’ associations in each town 
in the State. 

“This movement,” said Mr. Post, “is 
the most practical plece of work we 
have before us, looking toward the 
solution of the labor problem, and the 
establishment of permanent industrial 

.” Frequent applause testified to 
the interest felt by the assembled 
manufacturers in the remarks of the 
Battle Creek advocate of law and or- 
der. Mr. Post did not mince matters, 
when referring to the “closed shop,” 
which he characterized as an infringe- 
ment of human liberty. His remarks 
on the subject were in part as follows: 

“The ‘closed shop’ contract is con- 
trary to law, for it means abridge- 
ment of human liberty, and both the 
employer and employé who sign a 
closed shop agreement are liable to 
prosecution and punishment. This ef- 
fort on the part of the labor trust to 
force labor, good and bad, upon the 
buyer of labor has seen its day. The 
labor unions must change their policy 
and build up a reputation for selling 
first class labor, at a first class price, 
in competition with more or less poorer 
quality at a less price. This plan is 
based upon ordinary commercial law, 
and it is the only safe method of pro- 
cedure to all parties concerned. When 
the time comes that a labor union 
enn offer its product as first class, 
with a stipulated price and conduct 
its affairs in a peaceful, commercial 
way, the manufacturer can 
when he fants first-class labor to con- 
duct his negotiations with the union. 

“It is identically the same, for in- 
stance, as with the manufacturer of 
farm machinery. He has a certain 
number of thousand feet of white oak 
to buy, and some man, whe has a 
large quantity of strictly clear white 
oak for sale, say at $60 a thousand, 
commands the attention of the buyer. 
Perhaps a mixed quantity of white oak 
is offered from some other source. 
Some of it is strictly clear and some 
firet and some second grade, with an 
all round price of say $55 per thousand. 
It is the absolute unquestioned right 
of the buyer to make his own select- 
ion and pay the price asked. The 
chances are that he would rather buy 
the first grade at $60 than fuss around 
with the lower grade at $55, but ac- 
cording to the present methods of 
the labor union, the man who has the 


$60 lumber. after offering it for sale. 
would announce to the buyer that he 


must purchase this lumber, or he will 
not be allowed to buy or use any other, 
and that if he did not obey these or- 
ders his factory might be blown up, 
his workmen would be attacked and 
all sorts of outlawry follow.” 

Mr. Post then told of the losses in- 
flicted on the stove, shirt and collar 
industries of Troy by the unionists. 
Continuing, the speaker severely ar- 
raigned the lawless methods of the 
unions. He said:

I say the open shop is 
above all things a lawful institution, 
fundamentally an American institu- 
tion. A bulwark against which the 
rising tide of socialiem and anarchy 
shall break in vain; lawful, because, 
being a living issue before the Amer- 
ican people today. its roots are deep 
down in the soil from which this na- 
tion has drawn its life and which the 
fostering care of her loyal citizens has 
ever protected and nourished: lawful, 
because the wisdom of those who 
framed our laws was al! sufficient to 
provide and safeguard the sacred rights 
of free labor.

OPEN SHOP LABOR BUREAU. 

It was decided yerterday by the He- 
brew Boss Bakers’ Association to start 
a labor bureau for the purpose of hir- 
ing journeymen on the open shop plan. 
Says a nows item in the New York 
Sun. The movement results from the 
general strike of kosher bakers whica 
ended last week. .The announcement 
wes also made on behalf of the associ- 
ation that it has become chartered un- 
der the laws of this State, and has 
decided to apply for admission to the 
New York State Bakers’ Association. 

President Jacob Beck, of the Hebrew. 
Boss Bakers’ Association gave out a 
statement last night in which he says: 
“Though some of our members have 
signed agreements with the union, we 
have won the fight as a body. The 
vast majority of our members did not 
yield to the union, and we will enjoy a 
degree of freedom which we have not 
experienced for many years. The bak- 
ers up to the last general strike had 
been striking every ‘two or three 
weeks, the strike always ending In the 
bosses yielding and paying money to 
the union on-one pretext or another. 
We have now eut loose from the union. 
Formerly in hiring men we had to go 
to the saloons and take the men the 
union allowed us, usually the men 
who paid the most money in drink. 
Now, through our labor bureau, which 
we will establish as soon as we take 
a census of the number of men at 


work, we can pick out our own men.

Is 
civilization to halt at the demand for 
the closed shop? Shall we Americans 
stand etill and see blotted out the next 
chapters in this nation’s history? 

Shall history repeat itself? Shall the 
black days of the French Revolution, 
when brute nature ran riot, have its 
counterpart? The days of 1789 were 
brought to pass through the intoler- 
ance and decadence of the titled, the 
favorei and the rich, and the attempt 
of the masses to rise to a state of 
freeéom and equvuality—chaos only 
could bring ft about.

The 
deposits of the dJnited States differ 
ftom Europe in the fect that in the 
United States, they rarely appear above 
the ground in the manner of mountain 
ranges. Ordinarily they occur from 
1000 to 2000 feet below the surface. 
In New York the rock salt deposit ex- 
tends from a point thirty-five miles 
east of Buffalo in a southeasterly di- 
rection to a point a few miles north 
of Binghamton. The average length 
of this vast deposit is about 200 miles, 
and in width, about thirty miles. The 
salt is encountered at varying depths, 
usually between 590 and 800 feet. A 
great bed of salt is known to extend 
from Buffalo, N. Y., under Lake Erie, 
to a point sixty miles south of Cleve- 
land.

“It is not hard to learn how to run a 
machine. Although numerous automo- 
bile schools have sprung up, and, I 
think one correspondence school guar- 
antees to teach you how to become a 
chauffeur, the best way to learn to run 
a machine is to take from the 
people who make the kind of machine 
you run. In that way you thoroughly 
master all the details of the machine 
of which you are in charge. 

“lt is not the ability to master the 
details of a machine quickly which 
distinguishes the good chauffeur, how- 
ever. It is the primal qualities that 
are in him which will count. He has a 
more nerve-trying job than that of a 
railway engineer or a street-car motor- 
man, who have a regular track to oper- 
ate their engine or car on, but there 
is a wonderful fascination about the 
work. 1 have yet to come across a 
professional chauffeur who has aban- 
doned his vocation for something else. 

“The first chayfleur I ever have 
heard of was William Evans of Phila- 
delphia, who drove a machine in 1786. 
Few people know that the automobile 
for practical purposes antedates the 
rallroad. But this man, who was quite 
an inventor in his day, had a steam 
machine at that early period. Every 
one thought that he was crazy, and the 
Pennsylvania legislature gave him a 
patent on the wagon, as figured 
that ‘the grant could injure no one.’ 
Although two or three other men made 

at to run ‘autos,’ the 
idea gradually died out with the advent

“Among the higher class of profes- 
sional chauffeurs the Frenchmen rank 
supreme. They have the advantage of 
a larger amount of experience in hand- 
ling machines as the sport has prog- 
ressed much further in their country 
than it has over here. However, our 
American boys are pushing them hard 
for first place. They usually have a 
more phiegmatic temperament as 
against the nervous Frenchman, and 
this helps a good bit in automobiling.”

DEVELOPMENT OF THE SOUTHWEST 


THE THRIFTY HOG, ITS BREEDS, FEEDING, MARKET WSIGHTS, 
AND PROFITS. 


[SPECIALLY CONTRIBUTED TO THE TIMES.) 


HE hide of a hog, though 

thick, is porous and very sen- 

sitive. Therefore he loves to 
wallow in moisture, mud, slush and 
filth, if needs be, provided it be 
moist, forthe sake of coolness. But 
it is not in filth as such that he de- 
lights. He prefers cleanliness, if it 
be made available with the requisite 
moisture and consequent coolness, and 
he thrives better clean than dirty. A 
pigsty will never be @ proper adjunct 
to a drawing room. But provided it be 
well-kept, it need give no offense at 
a short distance from a human habi- 
tation. 

And the economic value of a hog is 
great. In every household there are 
slops, refuse and offal, which go to 
waste and even are a nuisance, unless
